Cleveland 
their nominee for President, as they believe the 
Republicans will put up Senator Edmunds, and 
think he must be antagonized by a Democrat 
with a record asa reformer. The former Tilden 
lieutenants around the Capito] do not consider 
the renomination of the old ticket among the 
Possibilities. They profess to know that Mr. 
Tilden will not accept the honor. Next tothe 
Sage of Gramercy Park, their choice is Gov. 
Cleveland. 

The object in having a,late convention is to 
defer action untu after the adjournment of the 
Legislature, so that the Governor can have full 
opportunity to make all possible political capital 
out of his treatment of the bills presented to him 
by the Legislature. The flood of talk about the 
old ticket is believed by shrewd politicians to be 
only a scheme to strenghthen the Manning ma- 
chine and head off the growing boom of Mr. 
Flower, whose campaign is interfering seriously 
with the plans of Gov. Cleveland’s supporters.

LOUISIANA PLANTERS INDIGNANT. 
JHE DEMOCRATIC DELEGATION IN CONGRESS 
DENOUNCED—PROTECTION DEMANDED. 

NeEw-ORLEANS, March 12.--The conven- 
of the sugar-planters in this city to- 
day was the most important in the re- 
sults that may follow of any like = as- 
semblage since the Every parish and 
almost every plantation in the State was repre- 
sented by its best men, and the reports of 
the delegates to Washington were received. 
The perfidy and double-deaiing of the Democratic 
Congressmen of Louisiana were shown up 
and denounced and the fact made clear 
, that these fulse representatives of the people 
‘were prepared to slaughter the_ interests 
of Louisiana at the dictation of a party 
caucus. Kesolutions were adopted making 
a virtual declaration of independence of the 
sugar and rice planters of Louisiana from the 
domination of the Democracy. Col. Louis Bush 
called the convention to order and Edward J. 
Gay was made permanent Chairman. The most 
important resolutions are the following: 

First, That it is the sense of this convention, ex- 
pressed after mature deliberation and full considerae 
tion of the subject matter, that the time has come when 
the sugar-planters and manufecturers and rice-growers 
of Louisiana should demand that cane-sugar and rice be 
included amongthe products of American industry 
whieh are entitied to adequate and permanent protec- 
tion by a sufficient duty on imported sugars and rice to 
justify acontinuance of these cultures upon a footing 
of determinate security. 

Second, That in order to obtain the required protec- 
tion for these industries of our State we should apply 
end enforce the golden rule of reciprocity, 
and that in consequence we deem it indis- 
pensable that our Senators and Representatives in 
Congress should be ready and willing to favor protect- 
ing any and all articles of American product, essential 
to the welfare and prosperity and independence of our 
common country. 

Third, That we reiterate the resolution adopted at 
the previous convention, to wit: That we specially 
urge upon our Senators and Representatives in Wash- 
ington the importance of protecting and guarding 
our interests, which should be held superior and para- 
yaount to al! party effilistions, and we further declare. 
as our fixed and irrevocable opinion, that those 
who have in cherge the mandate of our 
people before Congress should hold these in- 
terests wore sacred than the debates of party 
or of party caucuses, and Wwe emphatically protest 
against our industries and their 
dinated to any otber consideration, affirming that we 
are entitled to be safe-guarded by our Senators and 
Representatives, first, last, and everywhere, regardless 
of all political necessities or requirements. 

The following resolutions were adopted on 
motion of Judge F. 8.

LOSSES BY FIRE. 


A LARGE PORTION OF THE TOWN OF AL- 
LEGAN BURNED. 


A fire which broke out at noon yesterday 
in Hoffman's grocery store, at Allegan, Mich., 
burned 12 stores onthe same side of the street 
that Hoffman’s was on. Eleven stores on the 
opposite side of the street -were also de- 
stroyed, including the Sherman House and three 
newspaper offices. The loss will perhaps reach 
$250,000. A high wind was blowing at the 
time, rendering the fire quite unmanageable. 
the fire swept through the entire district to the 
wier, taking every brick store building in the 

lace, except the Chaffee Hotel and Peck’s Bank 

uilding, in two hours. The aggregate loss is 
placed by the Allegan. business men at be- 
tween $400,000 and $500,000, but this is probably 
a high estimate. The insurance is believed to 
amount to $150.000. One of the principal build- 
ings burned was known as the Union Block, 
containing five stores and cost $60,000 
when new. Three of the stores were 
owned by the Hall estate and were 
insured for half their value. J. K. Wagner and 
the Fleming estate, of Kalamazoo, owned the 
two other stores. Wagner’s insurance is $2,000. 

The Sherman House block was owned by 

H. D. Moore, ot Allegan, and valued at $35,- 

000; partial insurance. The loss of the 

hotel furniture, owned by J. Osgood, is $8,000; 

no insurance. The heaviest business loss is 
| that of co-operative general store of the Allegan 
| Grange societies, amounting to $40,000; no in- 
surance. The other losses are as follows: C.

THE CROUCH MURDER TRIAL. 

JACKSON, Mich., March 12.—The examina- 
tion of Crouch and Holcomb, charged with mur- 
der, was continued this morning and created 
much excitement.

A DISAPPOINTING DAY FOR VISIT- 

ORS TO THE SENATE. 

GEN. LOGAN DEFERS HIS SPEECH TILL TO- 
DAY—MESSRS. SEWELL AND WILSON 
THE ONLY SPEAKERS YESTERDAY. 

Wasutveton, March 12.—As it had been 
announced that the Fitz John Porter bill was to 
be called up in the Senate to-day, most of the vis- 
itors to the Capito! turned their steps toward the 
Senate wing and crowded into the galleries, until 
not even standing-room was left. The only va- 
cant seats were in the diplomatic gallery, which 
was occupied by eight ladies and gentlemen, 
double the number it has held before during this 
session. The galleries reserved for Senators’ fam- 
ilies and friends were packed, and several mem- 
bers of the lower house found seats back of the 
Senators’ desks. The visitors clung tenaciously 
to their places all the afternoon, but when the 
Senate adjourned they went away disappointed. 
A little before 1 o'clock Mr. Miller, of New-York, 
moved to take up the Pleuro-pneumonia bill, 
which was recently passed by the House. Evi- 
dently afraid that this might push aside the Por- 
ter measure, Mr. Sewell, who is Porter's special 
advocate on the Republican side, moved to 
amend the motion by substituting the Porter 
bill. Mr. Edmunds gentiy reminded him that 
his bill would come up at 2 o’clock any- 
how, and he withdrew his amendment. 
Mr. Miller's motion was then adopted, and the 
New-York Senator spoke earnestly in favor of 
the pleuro-pneumonia measure. Mr. Coke, of 
Texas, followed, in vigorous denunciation of the 
bill, and filled up the time until 2 o’clock, when 
the President pro tem. declared that under the 
special order of the Senate the Porter bill was 
then before the body. Mr. Miller was anxious to 
hasten the progress of the Pleuro-pneumonia 
bill, and, therefore, asked that the Porter meas- 
ure be laid aside until the other was disposed of. 
The Democrats called forthe yeas and nays on 
this question, and it was decided to drop the 
Pleuro-pneumonia bill by a vote of 23 to 34. 
Some Senators, however, voted in the affirma- 
tive who will not follow Mr. Sewell into the Por- 
ter ranks. 

Up to this point the hundreds of visitors had 
waited patiently to hear Gen. Logan, who, every- 
body had taken for granted, would have some- 
thing interesting to say and would say it to-day. 
There was some disappointment, therefore, when 
Mr. Sewell took the floor to open the debate, and 
as the New-Jersey Senator went on with his 
speech the disappointment grew deeper. Mr. 
Sewell’s speech was undoubtedly an able compila- 
tion of the well-worn stories of Fitz John Por- 
ter’s ability and bravery and his right to use his 
own discretion in obeying the order of a su- 
perior officer, but Mr. Seweil was heard only 
by the few Senators who sat near him. 
He read what he had to say in so low 
atone that only now and then a word reached 
the yvalleries, and the speech was lost to the visi- 
tors. Mr. Wilson, of Iowa. followed Mr. Sewell 
with a speech strongly in opposition to the meas- 
ure, which could be heard throughout the Cham- 
ber. When he had finished, it was dinner time, 
and the Senate adjourned. Mr. Manderson, of 
Nebraska, one of the new members of the Senate, 
has the floor for the opening speech to-morrow. 
It is expected that the next speaker will be Gen. 
Logan, who is understood to be prepared to talk 
a good many hours in telling why Porter should 
not be restored to the army. The friends of 
Porter say they have more votes than they need 
to carry the bill through the Senate, and the op- 
ponents of the measure admit that the claim is 
well founded.

DEMOCRATIC STINGINESS DEFEATED. 
The Republicans in the House are mak- 

ing a vigorous fight against the unreasonable 

stinginess of the Democrats in the appropria- 
tions for the postal service, which they believe 
will cripple the ordinary business of the service 
and certainly prevent the Postmaster-General 
from carrying out projected plans for extending 
its benefits and improving its efficiency. The 

Democratic managers of the bill have volun- 

tarily eulogized Gen. Gresham as a capable 

and honest public officer, but in their bill they 
have paid little attention to his recommenda- 

tions, having been more intent upon making a 

plausible show of retrenchment of expenses than 

upon treating the subject froma fair business 
point of view. The defects of the bill were 
clearly shown by Messrs. Horr, Bingham, Davis, of 

Ilinois, and others, but Mr. Townshend, of 


Illinois, and Mr. Holman rivalled each other in 
their persistent defense of the picayune policy, 
that refuses to give to a department 
which is self-sustaining funds that must 
be provided ina deficiency bil) next Winter if not 
appropriated at this session. The injustice of 
cutting down the salaries of the Postmasters of 
New-York and eight other large cities to $4,000 
was so plainly demonstrated by Mr. Davis, of 
Illinois; Mr. Potter, of New-York, and Mr. 
Bingham, of Pennsylvania, that one or two 
Democrats joined in_ the protest. It is 
estimated that the Post flices in these 
nine cities do more than 27 per cent. of all 
the postal business of the country, yet they 
receive only one-half of 1 per cent. of the aggre- 
rate of the salaries paid to Postmasters. Mr, 
Jolman, finding that the Appropriations Com- 
mittee was about to be defeated, proposed to- 
day to leave the salary of the Postmaster at 
New-York undisturbed, but this bait did not de- 
ceive anybody. After Mr. Horr had pleasantly 
remarked that the only reason hecould imagine 
for Mr. Holman’s partiality for New-York was 
the fact that in that city was a newspaper which 
had once nominated him for the Presidency and 
had printed his picture, the proposition of Mr. 
Davis to leave the salaries of the nine Post- 
masters pomenss was adopted by a jarge ma- 
jority. This will give the Postmaster at New- 
‘ork $8,000; at Chicago, Philadeipnia, Boston, 
St. Louis, and Cincinnati, $6,000 each; at San 
Francisco, Baltimore, and Washington, $5,000 


each. 

Their defeat did not improve the temper of the 
Democratic economists, so that when the Ke- 
publicans asked for 40 or even 30 minutes to dis- 
cuss the next item of the bill, the Democrats 
refused to give more than 10 minutes. 
The Republicans insisted upon reasonable 
time to advocate adequate gg = mel 
tions, and the two parties lock horns. 
For some time _ the Democrats could 
not muster a quorum, but after a call of the 
House and the wasting of an hour and a half 
they drummed up their absentees, and succeeded 
in cutting off debate. Mr. Skinner, ot New- 
York, proposed a more liberal Cpe agpeenee for 
the free delivery service, which was pending 
when the House adjourned. It is expected that 
the bill will be finished to-morrow, but there are 
so many talkers and such a strong tendency to 
drift into political debate, even upon purely 
business questions, that when the end will be 
reached is not certain.

Another gentleman is not pleased with 
the selection of the Johnson-street site for the 
new Post Office Building in Brooklyn, and, like 
Mr. ** Mike” Dady, has laid his grievances, first 
before the Secretary of the Treasury, and then 
betore the President. The complainant this 
time is Mr. William H. Grace, a Brooklyn 
real estate agent, who has been here several 
days in behalf of those Brooklynites who want 
the Post Office erected at the junction of Fulton- 
street and Flatbush-avenue. Mr. Grace says he 
received some time ago, in response toan in- 
quiry, a letter from Supervising Architect Bell, 
saying that the sitetor the Brooklyn building 
had not been determined upon, and that the 
Treasury Department was ready to hear any 
suggestions or proposals that might be sub- 
mitted. Mr. Grace accordingly came to Wash- 
ington, laid his views before Secretary 
Foiger, and asked when a delegation of citizens 
who thought as he did might be heard. He was 
referred to Mr. Bell, who astonished him with the 
information that the department had, several 
weeks previousiy, made a conditional agree- 
ment to purchase the Johnson-street site. Mr. 
Grace thinks he would not have wasted time and 
money to come here to discuss a subject already 
conditionally agreed upon had he known thestate 
of affairs, and he has taken the pains to say so in 
a letter he has written to Mr. Folger, In this 
letter Mr. Grace also denounces the selection of 
the Johnson-street site in very vigorous lan- 
guage. He asserts that the grade of the pro- 
posed site is not what it snouid be: that $450,000 
is three times its nominal value; that a certain 
“grasping firm of dry goods merchants” 
will be especially benefited by the selection 
and that “to widen Washington-street an 
thus practically destroy Fulton-street, is a part 
of thescheme. Having addressed this letter to 
the Secretary of the Treasury, Mr. Grace made a 
copy of it and inclosed it in a letter to the Presi- 
dent. which was presented to Mr. Arthur to-dav. 
To the President Mr. Grace declares that he 
has been told that he was “simply used 
as an instrument or scarecrow y the 
great Treasury Department and its broker 
for this job, for the sole purpose of trightening 
into hasty wompliance some of the owners on 
the Washington-street site who were hoiding out 
tor higher prices, but who readily yielded on be- 
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bush-avenue and Fulton-street site.” Mr. Grace 
“submits these facts to the President for what 
they are worth,” and asks that an investigation 
be ordered. $ 


GUESTS OF THE PRESIDENT. 

The President gave another State dinner 
party to Senators and Representatives‘at the 
White House this evening. A company of 54 sat 
down at the table. The decorations of the East 
Room were unusually handsome. The great 
apartment was converted into a tropical bower 
by 2,000 plants, set in beds of moss, in the angles 


and window recesses. The mantelpieces and 
consoles were banked with rare foliage 
plants and hyacinths, and the other parlors were 
decorated, but ina less elaborate manner. The 
table in the state dining-room was ornamented 
with many fine floral designs in low relief, the 
centre: piece being a chalet, with sloping roof 
and cornices made of roses, red and white carna- 
tions, and heliotropes. Tall stands, bearing cor- 
nucopias overrunning with roses, and crystal 
vases filled with flowers, stood at either side 
of the chalet. Basketsof tulips and lilies of 
the valley and diamond and _ oval-shaped 
pieces of carnations, roses, and azaleas were 
placed attheends. The bouquets of the ladies 
were of choice roses or lilies of the valley, tied 
with long satin ribbons, and the boutonniéres of 
the gentlemen were single rose-buds on a leaf of 
variegated geranium. Mrs. McElroy was as- 
sisted in receiving the guests by her sister, Mrs. 
Haynsworth, who is resting here for a 
few days on her way South. The guests 
were Senator and {rs.

RIVERS AND CREEKS SWOLLEN. 


DAMS GIVE WAY, FLOODING TRACKS AND 


DELAYING TRAINS, 

Urtca, N. Y., March 12.—The heavy rains 
and rising temperature of yesterday and last 
night have swollen the creeks through the Mo- 
hawk Valley to rivers and flooded the flats for 
miles. At Whitesboro, four miles west of Utica, 
the water of the Sauquoit Creek flooded the 
New York Central Railway tracks to 
the depth of six inches to-day. The 
most serious trouble was experienced at Oris- 


kany, four miles further west. At 3 o'clock this 
afternoon about 30 feet of the coping of the 
State dam gave way, releasing an immense vol- 
ume of water and acres of ice. The laiter formed 
a gorge near the railway bridge, turning the 
waters into the open country and flooding the 
tracks for nearly a mile to the depth of 
two feet. The railway station was cut 
off from the town, and until late to-night 
was accessible only by boat. Many houses 
in the lower part of the vulage were flooded. 
The ice gorge broke about 5 P. 4 and the waters 
slowly subsided. It was still a foot deep and 
flowing swiftly over the tracks when a passenger 
train—No. 7—which left New-York at 10:30 A. M., 
attempted to passthrough. Theice clogged and 
deranged portion of the machiney and the train 
came to a stand-still midway inthe flocd. By the 
time the ice embargo was removed the fire-box 
was flooded and the train was delayed until the 
assistance of an extra engine was procured. 

The train was filled with passengers, many of 
whom were greatly alarmed at the situation. At 
one time seven trains were blocked on either side 
of the overiiow. At 10 P. M. the water was still 
tlowing over the tracks, but trains passed with- 
out detention. The people of Oriskany say the 
fiood is the worst they have ever experienced. 
The damage is inconsiderable, except to fences. 

Troy, N. Y., March 12.—The water in the 
Hudson here is fast rising, and is now over the 
docks. This evening the ice moved south over 
100 feet. At the Rensselaer and Saratoga Rail- 
road bridge a new draw is being built, and the 
moving ice tore away the coifer dam and 
trusses under the draw. The pit was com- 
pletely filled with water. A _ delay will 
be the resuit, entailing a loss of thousands of 
dollars to the contractors. Soon after the above 
mentioned occurrence a boiler used by the con- 
tractors was being hoisted from one place to the 
other, when the rope attached to the derrick 
broke, and the boiler, weighing three tons, fell 
and sank in 15 feetof water. An attempt toraise 
it to-night proved unsuccessful. At Cambridge’ 
it has rained hard for two days, and the streams 
are the highest they have been in years. A wash- 
out occurred south of Rupert on the railroad this 
afternoon. A special train was sent from Salem 
to transfer passengers and baggage of Train No. 
44. Train No. 48, going north to-night from Cam- 
bridge, was abandoned north of Salem, the pas- 
sengers remaining there ail night.

THE STORMS WEST. 


GREAT DESTRUCTION OF PROPERTY—A 
WOMAN REPORTED KILLED. 
STARKVILLE, Miss., March 12.—A terribly 
destructive storm passed through this county 
last evening doing great damage. The course of 
the storm was from south-west to north-east, 
along the line of the Canton, Aberdeen and 
Nashville Railroad, about 12 miles west of 
here. It followed the railroad closely for 
about eight miles, destroying timber and 
blowing down houses, barns, &c. The telegraph 
wires and poles along the railroad were greatiy 
damaged. At Steele’s mill, six miles from here, 
every building was blown down, and several 
families are left destitute. Ossian Gillespie, an 
industrious freedman, had every building 
owned by him blown to pieces. His grown 
daughter was fatally hurt. His loss’ is 
$2,000. Nearly all the buildings on Ed- 
win Montgomery’s place were destroyed 
and the plantations of the following persons 
were badly damaged: W. A. Hall, Thomas G. P. 
Rice, Kk. LB. Neal, J. L. Bell, E. Greshev, J. J. 
Cupper, and John Shirley. These, with damuges 
toa number of other farms, are the only losses 
seporses Mrs. Greir was instantly killed by 
falling timbers. A number of poor, hard-work- 
ing people, who, after years of toil, appeared to 

be doing well, are now destitute. 
The loss in this county is estimated at $100,000. 


St. Louis, Mo., March 12.—A cyclone 
swept through Saline County yesterday after- 
noon, but news of it only reached here to-night. 
It passed south of the Town of Harrisburg, a 
hundred miles south of here, and swept trees, 
fences, houses, and everything else before it. 
Among the farmers who sutfered were 
John Hicks, whose dwelling was leveled 
to the ground, John Stiff’s house and stables 
were also destroyed, and of the dozen persons in 
the house at the time all but Mrs. Stiff escaped 
without injury. William Ferris’s house and corn- 
cribs were blown down, as well as Dr. V. W. 
Rathburn’s dwelling and houses occupied by 
Patrick Shea, James Price, and William Grant 
Staff. Those who saw the cyclone coming say it 
was funnel-shaped and seemed to level every- 
thing in its way. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., March 12.—Last 
night’s snow-storm raged all along the line of 
the St. Paul, Minneapolis and Manitoba Rail- 
way. Several inches of snow fell, the very high 
wind causing deep drifts. On the Breckinridge 
Division all trains have been abandoned. On the 
Minneapolis and St. Louis Road the storm was by 
far the worst of the season. The storm extended 
over the entire line, but the snow was eas 
to handle. Ali freight trains are abandoned. 
Chicago train was re. up at Waterville until 
the storm moderated. The snow-plows were run- 
ning all night, and this morning the road was in 
a fair condition. The Northern Pacific Road 
sent out passenger train with two 
engines. moving but making slow 
srogress. |The Fargo and South-western 
fs Eopeleesty blocked, On the Hastings and 
Dakota Division of the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul Railroad the storm raged with great 
fu all night. West of Geneva four or five 
inches of snow fell and the wind blew a gale. 
From Glencoe to Millbank the cuts were rapidly 
filled up with from four to eight feet of snow, 
and from Millbank to Aberdeen there is from 
five to fifteen feet in the cuts. The wind went 
down about 7 o’clock this morning, when the 
weather cleared and snow-plows were started 
out all along the line. It was thcught that the 
road would be opened to Glencoe to-day, but 
not much beyond that point. The Iowa 
and Minnesota Division also suffered severely, 
but the snow was light and the drifts 
not deep, so that all trains were 
kept running, but on slow time, The river divi- 
sion was visited by the storm over its entire line, 
but did not suffer as much as the other divisions. 
The eastern train was one hour late this morn- 
ing, and trains arc all getting through on slow 
time.

SHOOTING IN A THEATRE 


TWO MEN KILLED AND A THIRD 
MORTALLY WOUNDED. 

AN AUDIENCE WHICH QUICKLY DISPERSED 

AND HASTILY DEMANDED READMISSION 


TO THE HOUSE. 

San Antonio, Texas, March 12.—Ben 
Thompson and Ning Fisher were shot dead in 
the Vaudeville Theatre last night. Joe Foster 
was shot in the leg, and will probably die of 
hemorrhage. Thompson and Fisher had been 
drinking together, and entered the theatre in 
company. They met Foster in the dress 
circle, and some words were exchanged, and 
shortly after shots were exchanged. The dress 
circle was quickly cleared, the occupants jump- 
ing into the parquet below and through the side 
windows into the street. Before the theatre was 
fairly cleared of its occupants 1,500 persons on 
the outside were clamoring at the closed doors 
for admittance. Shortly after the shooting 
Thompson’s brother appeared on the scene, but 
was promptly arrested. 

The remains of the two victims were taken in 
charge by a host of friends, and the ob- 
sequies have been ordered on the grand- 
est scale, regardless of expense. The thea- 
tre where the affray occurred was the 
scene last year of the killing by Thompson of 
Jack Harris, who was the proprietor of the place. 
Fisher and Thompson were probably the two 
most desperate and widely known men in Texas. 
They have each killed a large number of men. 

At the Coroner's inquest William Sims? the 
manager of the theatre, said he was up stairs 
when Thompson came up, and shook hands with 
him. Tompson told him to sit down, that he did 
not wantto hurt him. The conversation was 
turned to the killing of Jack Harris, and 
Thompson said he never wanted to kill Harris. 
He, pointing to Foster, said, ** That is the man I 
wanted to kill.” After some further talk the 
party rose to go down to the bar. Thompson 
stopped at the door, and, walking up to Foster, 
offered him his hand. The latter refusea to shake 
hands, and Thompson remarked that he had 

ylenty of friends, and if any effort was made to 
hurt him Sims would be killed. The trouble 
grew worse until the firing began. Policeman 
Coy caught Thompson's pistol and held it down- 
ward. One of the shots from it shattered 
Foster’s leg and another grazed Coy’s right leg 
below the knee. Fisher would have participated 
in the shooting, but his pistol had slipped too far 
behind him,and he received his death wound 
before he could get it from the scabbard. 

Policeman Coy testified to seeing Thompson 
killed. Fisher and another went into the bar 
where Coy was standing with Mr. Sims. Mr. 
Sims called his attention to Thompson and Fish- 
erand asked if he knew them. He replied that 
he did and said he was afraid there would be 
trouble. Sims warned him to be very careful. 
The men drank and then went up stairs. 
Coy followed them and took a seat by Thompson. 
Fisher was on the other side. Thompson called 
Fisher and told him to tell Billy Sims to go to 
him. Sims went over and after shak- 
ing hands sat down beside Thompson. As 
he did so Fisher rose and took a 
seat opposite. He then offered to treat. After 
drinking the conversation turned on the killing 
of Jack Harris. Fisher remarked to Thompson: 
“Mr. Thompson, I thought we were going to have 
some fun. Don’t talk about past times.*’ Thomp- 
son replied: ‘* Don’t be uneasy, we will have it 
soon.” The party then rose and started toward 
the door, Fisher and Coy in front, Thompson and 
Sims'tbehind. When the door was reached Thomp- 
son met Foster and asked him todrink. Foster 
replied: “ You know, Ben, I would 
not drink.” Thompson then said some- 
thing about shaking hands. Foster told 
him he did not want to shake hands with him. 
Thompson said, with an oath: “Iam glad you 
wont drink nor shake hands with me.” Turning 
to Coy he told him to get out of his way, saying: 
“Tet me _ settle this matter with Foster.” 
Thompson swore at Foster, and slapped him 
with his left hand drawing his pistol with his 
right. Coy caught the pistol as it was discharged 
and asked him to desist. A scuffie ensued and 
the three fell. Fisher was in the middle. Coy 
kept hold of Thompson’s pistol all the time of 
the shooting. When he feli Thompson let go of 
his — ‘ 

The jury brought ina verdict of death from 
xistol wounds inflicted by the hand of William 
Sims, Jacob Coy, and Joe Foster, and that the 
killing was justifiable homicide.

He said that 
he had heard tnat I was a ‘stock sharp,’ and that 
if I would come to his office he would give 
me some points. I gave him $7,500 to invest. He 
always talked Jove to me when I visited his office. 
He said he wanted me to love him, and that if I 
would let him iove me he would give me $1,00a 
month anda house. [ told him he mistook the 
woman. and that millions could not — me. He 
said he was only teazing me; that he loved me 
better than any one since his wife died. He pro- 
posed a secret marriage, but I resented the prop- 
osition.”’

WOMAN SUFFRAGE IN IOWA. 


THE QUESTION WARMLY DEBATED IN THE 
STATE SENATE, 


Des Mornes, Iowa, March 12.—The wom- 
an’s suffrage question came up before the Sen- 
ate yesterday,and was met with telling speeches. 
Senator Bills was vehement in denouncing the 
cause, saying women, as a class, do not care to 
vote, as they did not take the opportunity given 
them in Boston to vote on the school law, only 
700 taking advantage of the chance. He said 
Iowa is too young a State to take this burden 


uponitsshoulders. Let Massachusetts, Vermont, 

aine, or some old State try it. The natural law 
is that men should take care of the outside 
world’s affairs and see to it that the laws 
are just ones. He said it has been com- 
monly reported that the House has been 
in the habit of pessing this bill knowing the 
Senate would kill tt,and he thought it would 
this time. Senators Brown, Eastman, and Clark 
defended the bill, the latter fader women have 
rights equal with men, they should be allowed to 
help select the ones who govern the country, and 
women who hold property should be able to vote 
in regard to its taxation. Senator Hall said 
woman's home infiuence was felt in the world. 
As the husband is generally counseled by his 
wife on political subjects, the home is woman’s 
territory, and there she should reign. He 
thought it was an indefinite affair, any way, and 
would be only asa cloud that would float away 
forever. 

Senator Eastman to-day took up the woman 
suffrage cause where he had discontinued it last 
evening. Woman, he said, had worked her 
way up in the face of untold difficulties. She 
had worked her way into the pulpit against 
the power of the pulpit. Woman’s_ suc- 
cess upon the platform, in the practice 
of law and medicine, and as teachers was some- 
thing truly wonderful. He took up the consti- 
tutional phases of the question and dwelt upon 
these at considerable length. He answered Sen- 
ator Hall’s argument that politics would degrade 
woman by citing evidence to the contrary from 
Wyoming, where it was undergoing a trial. 

Senator Bills spoke fora short time upon the 
danger, the trouble, and risk which were run in 
submitting amendments to the Constitution toa 
popular vote, and added that any one 
who was familiar with the constitutional 
debates knew that every safeguard was 
thrown about the Constitution, and the 
spirit of the Constitutional Convention was 
entirely against such submission, even when 
a respectable number should petition for sucha 
submission. He dwelt at length upon the cor- 
ruption of ward caucuses and the demoralizing 
influences arising therefrom. The debate lasted 
allday. Itis thought the measure will pass to- 
morrow by a small majority.

A FIRE INSURANCE COMPANY SUED. 

LANCASTER, Penn., March 12.—The jury 
in the case of Gottschalk & Lederman against the 
North P:itish and Mercantile Insurance Compa-

HUSBAND, WIFE, AND THREE CHIL- 
DREN THE VICTIMS. . 

DETAITS OF A TERRIBLE CRIME IN TENNES+« 

SEE—THE THREE MURDERERS LYNCHED 


BY AN ANGRY MOB. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 12.—Details of a 
terrible crime and of swift and terrible retribu- 
tion come from Robertson County, Tenn. Twen- 
ty-five miles from Springfield, near the Kentucky 
line, lived John Martin, his wife, and three chil- 
dren, two of them grown young women, the 
other a boy of 12. Martin was in_ his 
seventieth year and has lived in the 
neighborhood nearly his entire life. He has eked 
out a moderate living on his farm, quietly doing 
his work, and having the respect of every one. 
Yesterday he returned from Nashville, where he 
went to procure the final settiement of his pen- 
sion claim, having been wounded in the late war. 
It is presumed that certain rough characters 
living near Martin’s residence learned of his 
trip to Nashville, and that they planned and ex- 
ecuted a most horrible crime. Martin’s log house 
was situated a quarter of a mile from the Spring- 
field road. A heavy growth of cedars and under- 
brush hides the house from the view of the trav- 
elers on the main road. This isolation prevented 
the tragedy from being discovered until yester- 
day afternoon. A peddler who came to the 
house gave the first alarm, and the whole neigh- 
borhood was aroused. The door was broken in 


as if struck violently with an axe. This door led 
into the main bedroom, where Martin and his 
wife slept. 

The scene upon entering the room beggars de- 
scription. Martin was dead upon the floor, his 
gray hair matted and soaked in a pool of blood. 
The head was split open in two places by blows 
from anaxe. The forehead was crushed, and the 
eyes were forced from their sockets. Uponevery 
side were evidences of the frightful struggle that 
must have taken place. The walls and floor were 
bespattered with blood. Mrs. Martin must have 
been killed as she started from the bed. Her 
arms were broken and her face hormbly mangied 
by the blows of the axe. The bed was a pool of 
blood. The most pitiable sight was the little boy 
who occupied a trundle-bed in this room. 
Evidently he had been taken by one of 
the murderers during the struggle i 
the others and choked to death. In the 
next room, where the girls slept, everything 
indicated a most desperate struggle for life. 
Evidently the murderers added a worse crime to 
their misdeeds. The disordered clothing of the 
poor girls told plainer than words the outrages 
that had been perpetrated upon them. The as- 
sassins crushed the skulls of the two girls with 
the axe which was found upon the tloor smeared 
with blood. It was a sickening sight, and every 
eye that witnessed the sad spectacle was full of 
tears. The house had been ransacked from one 
end to the other and tables and chairs were over- 
turned. 

The entire neighborhood was shocked at the 
fearful sacrifice of human life. A confusion of 
foot prints was found leading away from the 
house into the neighboring woods. Search var- 
ties were formed, and the country for miles 
around was scoured fora trace of the murder- 
ers. About 4 o’clock this afternoon a farm hand 
named George French was arrested by one 
of the county constables upon _ suspicion. 
Blood was  ftound upon his shoes and 
clothing. He told a very lame _ story of 
his whereabouts the night before. It was plain 
that he was in some way connected vith the 
murder. A crowd gathered and soon swelled in- 
to a mob of frenzied men. H's contradictory re- 
plies convinced them that he was guilty. A rope 
was brought and placed about his neck, and the 
mob swung him up to the nearest tree. He was 
let down half insensible, and upon coming to, 
confessed that he and Jim and Doc Car- 
ter, two negroes, workmen upon. the 
farm of ‘Squire Davis had planned the 
murder. He gave sickening details of the mur- 
ders and confessed that all three of them were 

uilty. They found $1,200 in money and divided 
t between them. He had hardly finished his 
story when he was jerked up and strangled to 
death. Twenty shots were fired into his body. 

The mob then made a break for Davis’s farm, 
where the two negroes were found. Although 
both of them protested their innocence, the mob 
hanzed them to the same tree and shot them 
while they strangled.

STABBED TO DEATH, 


A QUARREL BETWEEN TWO MEN WHICH 


ENDED IN MURDER. 

Sr. Lours, Mo., March 12.—John O. 
Shook, a drug clerk, to-day stabbed to death 
Michael Sullivan, a railroad clerk. _ After the 
stabbing Shook went to his place of employ- 
ment, where he was arrested. They were board- 
ers together in the house No. 1,112 Locust-street, 
and the trouble which culminated in Sulli- 


van’s death commenced witha quarrel at the 
supper table. Shook says: 

“ At that time while 1 was eating my supper 
with the rest some one struck me with a piece of 
bread on the head. A lady with whom I was 
conversing said * Michael Sullivan did it.’ There 
were two Sullivans. Michael denied throwing 
the bread. Heasked meit I was satisfied. 1 re- 

tied that I was if he had not thrown the bread. 

»Mr. Suilivan’s brother then told him to slap 
my head off, or to slap out one of my 
lungs. Mike then asked me if I would go 
ouc and fight him. I said ‘Yes. We 
started outof the hall door. As we were going 
out I had my overcoat over one arm, and my cap 
and scarf in the other hand. The place wasdark. 
Mike Sullivan hit me a blow under the ear, 
knocking me senseless into the arms of Mr. Sum- 
mers, Who was coming into the hall. We then 
went back into the house, where Sullivan at- 
tempted to choke me, but .we were separated. 
Then both of the Sullivans wanted me to 
fight. I declined to do so on account of 
the injuries received by the blow dealt me 
in the hall. When we separated one of the Sul- 
livan’s remarked that f would have to fight 
both and that when we met again there would 
be pistols. This morning [ was going to break- 
fast, and met Mike Sullivan in front of the door 
at Mrs. Kennedy’s. Sullivan said, * I understand 
that you are not satisfied.’ I replied that I had 
not made any threats. Sullivan then said agai, 
*I heard that you were not satisfied,’ and, plac- 
ing himself in an offensive attitude, thrust his 
hand into his right-hand pocket, and that ended 
it.

THREATENED APACHE OUTBREAK. 

TOMBSTONE, Arizona, March 12.—Gero- 
nimi, with his Apaches, in charge of Lieut. Brit- 
ton Davis, returned from Sonora, bringing 125 cat- 
tle and 100 horses and mules with Mexican brands.

THE POWER OF REMOVAL

DENYING THE RIGHT TO THE 
MAYORS OF BROOKLYN. 

THE ADVERSE REPORT OF THE CITIES’ 
COMMITTEE SUSTAINED BY A. LARGE 
MAJORITY IN THE ASSEMBLY, 

Ausany, March 12.—A final effort to 
procure for future Mayors of Brooklyn the 
power of absolute removal of their depart- 
menta] appointments was mado in the Assembly, 
to-day, but without success. The bill for that 
purpose had been reported adversely by the 
Cities’ Committee, the Chairman and three Re- 
publican members being recorded in favor of 
favorable action. The report lay upon the 
table in the House. To get the bill into Com- 
mittee of the Whole, where it could be discussed 
and amended if necessary, was the object of its 
author, Gen. Heath. The way was paved for ite 
discussion, and the tenor of the speeches on 
both sides of the House was sufficient to estab- 
lish its unpoplarity. Mr. Roosevelt was among 
its most ardent advocates. The measure was, 
he asserted, a direct step forward in procuring 
efficient and representative government in large 
ctties. Gen. Curtis, of St. Lawrence, urged it as 
@ measure of much merit. It was ‘in the line 
of fixing responsibility absolutely upon those 
who are elected to directa city’s affairs. If it 
was wise to givea Mayor the power of making 
appointments—of constituting a cabinet in ac- 
cord with its chief—it was equally right and 
just that he should have the power to remove 
any one of them in the event of discovering 


their inefficiency. Mr. Taylor, of Kings, also ad- 
vocated it as giving a Mayora chance to rectify 
any mistake in appointment. Gen. Heath, Mr. 
Hodges, and Mr. Kelly all indorsed the bill. 

The first attack on the plan proposed by the 
measure was made from the Republican side 
and by Mr. Littlejohn. The principle was 
false, he said, and evil would be sure come 
in the end if it was passed. Major Haggerty in- 
dorsed the view of the Oswego statesman, and 
entered upon a longs h of the Land League 
variety. Theranks of the talkers were swollen 
by the appearance of Mr. Earl against the bill. 
To Major Haggerty Mr. Roosevelt directed a few 

rtinent remarks, during which he said that 
here was far more fear of the aristocracy of 
Office-holders than of the ye ye ot wealth, 
- rome which, by the way, the Major exhibits 
the most marked hostility. The tem of the 
House was discovered to be unalterably opposed 
to allowing the billto come up again as soon &s 
the roll-call began. Republicans and Democrats 
combined to kill it on the spot, and its friends 
could muster only 35 votes, while 80 were record- 
ed against Gen. Heath’s proposition. 

The Free Pass bill introduced by Mr. House 
“by request” found neither advocates nor op- 
ponents when it came up for discussion as the 
special order of the day. It was hurried 
through the Committee of the Whole, and then 
the members were placed on record on the mo- 
tion to order to a third reading. agremsy one 
voted for this, and 26 against it. Probably a 
more cowardly vote was never taken, for three- 
fourths of those who voted in the affirmative 
not only are anxious to retain their free passes, 
but are willing to accept all additional ones that 
may be offered them. 

The Democrats, under the lead of Mr. Otsego 
Ely, entertained the House with a diversion in 
behalf of Maber’s Prison Commission bill, which 
they endeavored to bring out of committee and 
have ordered to a third wy? The Democrats 
in the House take aturn at this thing one day 
and in the Senate the next. They will have an 
opportunity of showing their sincerity upon the 
subject of a prison commission within a few 
days, for the Republicans have a pi!an.of their 
own which they propose to push through. Their 
effort to-day failed by a party vote of 54 to 60. 

Senator Robinson called from the table his res- 
olution directing the Superintendent of Public 
Works and his assistants to collect information 
as to the number of persons occupying canal 
lands belonging to the State, the value of the 
rents of such lands, &c. Mr. Ellsworth moved to 
refer the resoiution to the Canal Committee. Mr. 
Robinson said that his resolution was supple- 
mental! to one introduced by Mr. Askell instruct- 
ing the Canal Committee to report a bill for the 
prevention of squatting on the canal lands and 
occupying them without payment of rent. Its 
object was to gather information for the gui- 
dance of the committee in framing such a bill. 
Mr. Titus advocated the passage of the resolution 

as entirely proper. Mr. Ellsworth took the 
ground that anybody had a right to 
occupy those lands within what 1s called 
the “blue line” until the State meeded 
them for canal purposes; that until they were so 
needed the State had no more right to the lands 
than the parties now occupyingthem. As to the 
water used by private parties, it was only the 
““waste water” that nad ceased to be water be- 
longing to the canals, and therefore the State 
had no ownership in it. Mr. Askell asked how it 
was, ifthe State did not own these lands, that 
they soid them as they frequently had done, and 
the titles perce by the State were perfect. He 
said he did not intend when he introduced his 
resolution on this subject to throw a fire brand 
into the Senate, but this seemed to be the effect. 
He thought that inasmuch as the people of the 
State were now called upon to tax themselves 
for the support of free canals, it was entirely 

roper that those persons who were occupy- 
ng canal property and using canal water for 
private purposes free of rent should be com- 
pelled to pay for the privileges. He believed 
that most of these squatters recognized the 
justice of this demand and were willing to pay a 
fair compensation for the privileges they enjoyed. 

Mr. McCarthy next came to the rescue of the 
squatters, and —— that they had acquired 
equitable, if not legal, rights by having been 
aes for a long series of years to occupy the 
ands. If rents were to be collected now he be- 
lieved the Superintendent of Public Works has 
all the power necessary to collect them. 

Mr. Baker, who represents another district of 
squatters, also opposed the resolution, and advo- 
coves its reference to the Canal Committee, the 
obiect evidently being to stave off any legislation 
on the subject at the present session. 

Mr. Titus denied the statement of Mr. Ellsworth 
that it was only “surplus” water that is used by 
private parties. He said thatin the city of Lock- 
ag the water was taken by the wholesale direct- 
y from the canais to be used in private manu- 
facturing establishments. I]t was very strange 
that Senators should rise here to oppose getting 
information on this subject, which was all the 
resolution of Mr. Robinson sought to do. 

Mr. Elisworth said the information obtained by 
such agencies as this resolution provides would 
be good for nothing when secured, except to 
supply food for “newspaper chatter and talk.” 
He then offered an amendment to the resolution, 
and was followed by Mr. Baker, who offered an- 
other amendment, both of them designed to load 
itdown. The amendments were defeated. Judge 
Low advocated the passage of the resolution as 
an important preliminary step to such legislation 
on the subject as was demanded by the ple 
and could not much longer be delayed. The res- 
olution, as originally introduced, was finally 
adopted by a vote of 18 to 10. 

Mr. Daly introduced a bill sent here by Corpor- 
ation Counsel Andrews, and indorsed by George 
Bliss, repealing innumerable acts and parts of 
acts passed by various Legislatures from 1787 to 
1881. The bill embraces 33 closely printed pages, 
and purports to remove from the statute-books 
a mass of superfiuous enactments, but it is a 
brush-heap in which many “ Africans” ht be 
hidden, and those interested in past or future 
legislation will do well to scrutinize it. 

Mr. Lansing introduced a bill to establish an 
Adirondack reservation. It is what is known as 
the Chamber of Commerce Compromise bill. 

The Senate Railroad Committee reported favor- 
ably, with amendments, the six bills recom- 
mended by the Railroad Commission in the early 
part of the session. 

Mr. Murphy repeated the standing motion of 
his party to discharge the Finance Committee 
from the further consideration of the bill to re- 
create the State Prison Labor Commission and to 
refer it to the Committee of the Whole. 

Mr. McCarthy asked if this diurnal performance 
had been agreed upon at a Democratic caucus. 
Mr. Murphy replied that he had not attended a 
Democratic caucus since the one that pled 
the Democratic Senators to support Mr. 
Carthy for President pro tem. of the Senate.

DEPARTMENTAL REFORM. 

SOME OF THE RESULTS OF THE INVESTI- 
GATION BY THE ROOSEVELT COMMITTEE. 
Aupany, N. Y., March 12.—The Roose- 

velt investigating committee held a secret 

meeting to-night for the purpose of considering 
and agreeing upon a report of their labor in 

New-York. The report, accompanied with eight 

bills, will be completed in season to present to the 

Assembly on Friday.

THD PRISON COMMISSION BILL. 

ALBANY, N. Y., March 12.—The Assembly 
Prison Committee by a vote of 6 to 3 has agreed 
to report favorably to-morrow the Howe Com- 
mission bill. The three were Smith, of Clinton; 
Lindsey, of Kings, and Jackson, of Erie, all Demo- 
crats. Some slight amendments were made in the 
phraseology of the bill, otherwise it stands as 
originally introduced, reappointing the five Com- 
missioners, giving them until Jan. 15, 1885, to 


report, and while allowing them $10 a day each, 
it limits the lump expenditure to each to $1,000. 
It doeg not require the commission to report a 
substitute for the old contract system, and 
therein it differs entirely with the Maher 
bill, about which the Democrats profess 
so much solicitude.

systems for the employment of convicts and 
prisoners confined in the prisons, penitentiari 
and reformatories, and also as to the effect o 
such employment upon prison management and 
discipline, upon the sprisoners and upon the pub- 
lic interest. The her bill requires the com- 
mission tu report a substitute for contract labor 
complete within a month, an absurdly brief 
period for such an important subject to con- 
sidered in, but parece ’, made brief by the Dem- 
ocrats solely for political purposes. The piece- 
price plan of employing convicts has many advo- 
cates, and naturally this would be investigated 
by the commission. It is claimed to be a modi- 
fication of the contract system, which would 
prove fair to the working men and satisfactory 
to the tax-payers, and which is free from objec- 
tions now urged.

SHIPPING EXPLOSIVES. 


The Attorney-General has sent to all the 
District Attorneys and Marshals of the 
United States a circular which will be 
found in our columns this morning. It is 
issued by the direction of the President. 
It refers to the report that ‘‘ certain per- 
sons are aiding in the prosecution of 
heinous crimes by shipping to foreign 
ports explosives dangerous in the highest 
degree to life and property.” Though 
there is no proof ‘that this rumor is 
founded on fact,” and “the President 
cannot believe in its truth,” yet 
“the honor of this Nation requires 
that it should not be open to the imputa- 
tion, unfounded though it be, of the 
slightest appearance of tolerating such 
crimes, whether to be committed against 
our people or those of other countries.” 
The attention of Attorneys and Marshals is 
therefore called to sections 5,353, 5,354, 
5,355, 4,278, and 4,279, of the Revised 
Statutes, and they are directed to be 
diligent in their efforts to prevent the o-f 
fenses described, and to detect and punish 
those who have committed or who may 
commit them. 

The sections of the Revised Statutes re- 
ferred to comprise the first three sections 
of the act of July 3, 1866, and regulate the 
shipment of explosives in passenger con- 
veyances. By them “any person who 
knowingly transports or delivers, or causes 
to be delivered, nitro-glycerine, nitroleum 
or blasting-oil, or nitrated oil, or powder 
mixed with any such‘ oil, or fibre satu- 
rated with any such substance or arti- 
cle, on board any vessel or vehicle 
whatever employed in conveying pas- 
sengers by land or water between 
any place in a foreign country and 
any place within the United States, 
* * * shall be punished with a fine of 


not less than $1,000 nor more than $10,000,‘ 


one-half to the use of the informer.” In 
case of death caused by the explosion 
of such articles while they are being load- 
ed, transported, or removed, any person 
knowingly transporting them or permit- 
ting or aiding their transportation, is de- 
clared guilty of manslaughter and liable 
to imprisonment for not less than two 
years. Another section provides for the 
shipment of the explosives named in a 
safe manner, and for a penalty for ship- 
ment in any other manner a fine of from 
$1,000 to $5,000, one-half to the use of :the 
informer. 

These provisions of law may be inferred 
to be all that the Federal law contains 
bearing directly or indirectly on the ship- 
ment of explosives from this country to 
foreign countries. In calling the atten- 
tion of the prosecuting attorneys and of 
the Marshals, who are the only police 
force employed by the United States Gov- 
ernment, to these provisions, the President 
has done what all American citizens will 
heartily approve, and what they will 
earnestly ~ hope may prove: effective 
in preventing or punishing the “ heinous 
crimes”, to which the President re- 
fers. It will be seen, from the’ lan- 
guage of the law which we have cited, and 
which is its substantial part, that the law 
was originally intended to‘ protect life 
and property on vessels, but its operation 
‘is not confined to that purpose. ° The ship- 
.ment.of these explosives for. any purpose 


whatever, or any complicity in their ship-. 


ment, would come within the prohibition 
of the law. It must be acknowledged, 
however, that it would be extremely diffi- 
cult under this law to prevent the ship- 
ment of small quantities of nitro-glyc- 
erine in the form that it is reported 
to have been found in at the railway 
stations in England. * That would involve 
the minute search of every package of 
luggage or freight sent out of the country 
to English ports or ports connected with 
England, for, if the shipper chose to 
take the risk, the} explosives could be 
packed in plaster and inclosed in a barrel 
of flour, a tub of butter, or a box of 
_ cheese, as well as wrapped in an Amer- 
‘ican newspaper and carried in an open 
hand-bag. Any chance there might be 
of detection on this side would be much 
less than the chance of detection on ar- 
rival in England, and thesearch would in- 
volve greater difficulties. All that can be 
said is that the action of the President 
only expresses the. cordial desire of the 
Government, which is shared by the 
whole people, to do all that can be done to 
prevent any co-operation in this country 
in the hideous crimes which have been at- 
tempted in England. 


POSTMASTERS’ SALARIES. 


There was an entertaining and - not 
wholly uninstructive debate in the House 
yesterday on the proposition to limit the 
salaries of Postmasters to a reduced figure. 
As matters now stand, the salaries of sev- 
eral Postmasters in the larger cities are in- 
-cluded in the lump sum annually appropri- 
ated by Congress. Various attempts have 
been made recently to fix the limit of com- 
pensation so that none shall receive a 
larger salary than $4,000 per year. The 
discussion of the general question of what 
should be the proper compensation of offi- 
cers of the Government brought out a 
great variety of opinions. Mr. BELFORD, of 
Colorado, for example, caught at a re- 
mark made by Mr. SKINNER, of New-York, 
concerning the amount of money paid into 
the Treasury by this State. Mr. BELFORD 
thinks that 90 per cent. of the money paid 
in by the boundless West is expended in 
the East, and he calls on the sons of the 
boundless West to cut loose from the lead- 
ership of Eastern men and strike out for 
themselves. 

These noble sentiments, which were ad- 
dressed to the South as well as to the 
‘West, did not make much impression on 
Mr. REAGAN, of Texas, who is opposed to 
high official salaries, because he is con- 
vinced that they tend to imperialism. 
Mr. Houtman, of Indiana, is_ likewise 
alarmed at the extravagance of the com- 
pensation allowed to certain Postmasters, 
but he surprised some of his associates by 
conceding that the Postmaster of this city 
should have anample salary. While the 
bill under consideration yesterday al- 


above $4,000, Mr. | 
Hotman was willing that the Post- 
master of New-York should have 
$8,000, This favoritism, according to 
the acute Mr. Horr, of Michigan, was 
due to the fact that it was in New-York 
that Mr. Houman’s portrait had been 
printed for the benefit of an admiring and 
enthusiastic Nation. But Mr. BmycHam, 
of Pennsylvania, probably hit the truth 
when he said that Mr. HoLMAN could not 
carry his side of the House with him in 
any sweeping reduction of salaries of 
Postmasters, and that his exception in 
favor of New-York was made in order to 
satisfy men who know very well that a 
competent man cannot be found to man- 
age the great Post Office of this city on a 
salary of $4,000 a year, as proposed. 

The upshot of the matter was that the 
limitation clause was struck out by a vote 
of 117 to 45, which leaves salaries as they 
are. The bill was considered in the House 
sitting in Committee of the Whole, but it 
is not likely that this large vote in favor’ 
of retaining the salary list as itis will be 
radically changed when the bill comes up 
for final passage in the House. Apart 
from the interest which people . whose 
business is largely: concerned with the 
management of the New-York Post Office 
have evinced, it is noticeable that the 
debate has developed considerable sound- 
ness of Congressional opinion in the mat- 
ter of official salaries. It was argued 
(and this argument finally carried the 
day) that competent and faithful officers, 
who must furnish heavy bonds, cannot be 
found to take charge of any public busi- 
ness, especially in large cities, unless they 
are well paid. This is an age of sharp 
competition, and the best men in every 
department of business activity are paid 
enormous salaries. It is a striking fact 
that when the Boston Postmastership was 
vacant there were but five candidates for 
the place. Great corporations and large 
private enterprises absorb the best 
equipped business men of the country. 
If Congress were to declare that no Post- 
master should receive more than $4,000 a 
year, the Postal Service would at once 
deteriorate and a great public loss would 
ensue. 


THE FRANCHISE IN ENGLAND. 

As we have said before, the wonder to 
foreign observers of British politics is not 
that bills for the extension of the franchise: 
should be introduced into Parliament, but 
that they should not be much more sweep- 
ing than they are. It is evident that the 
goal toward which the whole ‘agitation is 


‘tending is the representation of all the 


male persons of able body, sound mind, 
and unimpeached character, in the United 
Kingdom. A century ago’ representation 
in the House of Commons was evidently’ 
and avowedly based upon property.‘ It is 
now evidently and avowedly based upon 
numbers. Why, then, should not the suf- 
frage be frankly extended to every adult 
Briton having a residence so fixed that he 
can be counted ? 

"The long and diffuse and ingenious 
speech with which Mr. GLADSTONE intro- 
duced his new franchise bill does not an- 
swer this question. In fact, all of the argu-: 
ments which Mr. GLADSTONE brings to the 
support of this measure are arguments 
for universal suffrage, if they are pushed 
to their logical conclusions. ._ But it is a 
peculiarity, and perhaps not a misfortune, 
of British politics, that arguments are: 
never, in the preparation’ of British stat- 
utes, pushed to their logical conclusions. 
The number and nature of the precedents 
in point, the extent of * the * grievance 


‘which it is proposed to redress, and _ the 


force of the pressure upon Parliament’ to 
redress it—these, and not admiration of a 
logical symmetry, are the considerations 
which bring about reforms in England. 
Mr. GLADSTONE’S speech and Mr. GLap- 
STONE’s bill alike exemplify what EMERSON 
described as the British ‘‘ prehensility of 
tail.” 

Mr. GLADSTONE’S speech does not pro- 
pose to remove the anomalies which still 
exist in the representation of the British 
people in Parliament. With the excep- 
tion of assimilating the county and 
borough franchise, he scarcely takes no- 
tice of the anomalies, although, to be sure, 
this is a very considerable exception. The 
anomalies upon which:the radical reform- 
ers are most disposed to descant are the 
disproportionate .representation of differ- 
ent places and of different classes in the 
House of Commons, considered with ref- 
erence to the distribution of the seats. But, 
then, the present bill is merely a bill to ex- 
tend the franchise, and nota bill to re- 
distribute the seats. Mr. GLADSTONE dis- 
tinctly explained in his speech that he 
would not touch the question of re- 
distribution - this * year. He put * his 
refusal upon the very good polit- 
ical ground that he would not complicate 
the extension of the franchise, which he 
was confident of carrying, with the local 
and personal questions which would arise 
if he loaded down the bill which provided 
for this with a bill to regulate the anoma- 
lies of representation. Every one, he said, 
of the political crises which had been 
brought about by the question of Parlia- 
mentary reform had been due, not 
to measures for extending the fran- 
chise, but to measures for changing 
what we should call the “ districts.” 
In this the Prime Minister undoubtedly 
showed political shrewdness; nor did he 
show less when he undertook to adum- 
brate his own scheme of redistribution, 
by means of enveloping it in the cloudy 
verbiage of which he is such a master, 
and which seemed to promise what the 
House seemed to want, without commit- 
ting himself to any definite proposition 
whatsoever. Here is a very good instance 
of the skill in darkening counsel which is 
common to the Parliamentary statesman 
and the cuttle-fish. 

**In the first place, when the measure of redis- 
tribution comes before us, as it must come, I 
hope, next year, in order that it may have that 
sort of relative finality to which we ought al- 
ways to look forward, especially when organic 
questions are in question, it must be a large 
measure of redistribution. I do not knew 
whether it need be as large a measure as that of 
1831. which, of course, effected a wholesale 
slaughter of nominally existing boroughs and | 
constituencies in this country; but at any rate it 
must, I think, be nearer to the measure of 1831 


than to the measure of 1867. [Hear, hear.] At

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system of electoral districts, or to the adoption 
of any pure population scale.” 

Nothing could be safer and nothing 
could be less explicit. And it is to be noted 
that Mr. GLADSTONE can be plain enough 
when it suits him to be plain. 

The object of the present measure is to 
unify the franchise between town and 
country, to unify the franchise between 
the three kingdoms, to abolish the 
voting power of non-residents, now ex- 
ercised under color of ‘‘incorporeal heredit-. 
aments,” and to extend the suffrage by 
means of a “ lodger clause,” a “‘ service 
clause,” and a “household clause.” 
The practical result of the bill in 
increasing the suffrage numerically is 
all that is of special interest in it to for- 
eigners, and this result, as estimated by 
Mr. GLADSTONE, will be the admission of 
1,400,000 new voters in England, of 200,- 


- 000 in Scotland, and of 400,000 in Ireland, 


or 2,000,000 in all in addition to the present 
voting population of the United Kingdom. 
That number is three millions, so that the 
total vote, if Mr. GLADSTONE’s bill passes, 
will be five millions in a population 
somewhat under thirty-five millions. 
This is one vote in seven, whereas 
in this country, where there are no 
restrictions upon suffrage, the voting pop- 
ulation is one in five. Assuredly this bill 
brings Great Britain so near to universal 
suffrage that the difference cannot be 
worth the five columns of subtle disquisi- 
tion and differentiation which Mr. Guap- 
A bill 


frage would probably ‘not have secured 
20 votes in the House of Commons, which 
is expected cheerfully to pass a bill for 
universal suffrage, provided - only*that it 


,be not so called. 


THE WEIGHT OF NOBLEMEN. 


An English scientific person has made a 
careful examination of the weight of the 
English nobility for the last ‘three genera- 
tions. He finds that the grandfathers of 
the present nobility-reached their greatest 
weight and largest circumference at the 
age of 40; that the last generation of 
noblemen reached their greatest breadth 
and width at 60, and that those of the 
present generation do not reach their 
greatest weight until‘ the age of 70, at 


‘which age they weigh a little more than, 


their fathers and grandfathers weighed at 
the same age. 

These figures, of course, possess their 
meaning. The most’ obvious meaning is 
that the British nobleman is growing thin- 
ner in his youth as the successive genera- 
tions come and go, and that the only fat 
noblemen are the very’old ones. © Their 
increased fatness cannot be the result of! 
increased ease and contentment,,for the 
lot of the old English’ nobleman is by no 
means as comfortable as it once was. He 
is attacked by Radical papers and Radical 
legislators in a way that must annoy him; 
he is threatened with the abolition of ’ the 
House of Lords, a threat that certainly is, 
not conducive to peace of mind, and he is 
not half as important a member of the 
body politic as he was thirty or sixty years., 
Nevertheless, he grows fat after he 
reaches 70. This is’ certainly; somewhat 
strange. 


The fact that the last two generations of 
noblemen attained their greatest’ weight at 
a comparatively early age may’perhaps be 
explained by the fact that they led easier’ 
lives in their young days than young no- 
blemen at present lead. The.modern no- 


.bleman is what might be called a light 
‘weight at 40, whereas his grandfather at 
that age weighed 184 pounds. 


It may be 
that Mr. GLADSTONE, Mr. BRIGHT, and Mr. 
CHAMBERLAIN vex the souls of the young 
nobleman and keep him thin. When, how- 
ever, he reaches theage of 70 he feels 
that the chances ‘are that the House of 
Lords and respect for the aristocracy will 
outlast him. He therefore gains suf- 
ficient peace of mind to grow fat, and per- 
mits his sons to make themselves thin by 
contemplating the woes that the future 
has in store for them. Furthermore, it 
should be noted that there are few very 
old noblemen in the House of Commons 
exposed to the wearing effects of Mr. 
GLADSTONE’S oratory. The “ grand. old 


“man” may talk the flesh off the bones of 


young Lord RaNDOLPH CHURCHILL, but | 
most of the old noblemen ‘are out of ‘the | 
reach of his oratory. { 


The present generation of noblemen | 
drink claret wines, while their fathers 
and grandfathers drank port and sherry. 
It is very certain that some , French wines 
have a tendency to keep the consumer 
from growing fat, whereas the old-fash- 
ioned port-drinkers were, as a class, men | 
of weight and width. . It is quite possible 
that the physical deterioration of the 
younger British aristocracy is due to the 
light wines introduced by Mr. GLADSTONE, 
and his enemies have good reason to as- 
sume that Mr. GLADSTONE’s object in 
bringing French wines into England was 
to render thin and impoverished the 
blood of British noblemen. 

Whatever may be the causes of the phys- 
ical decadence of the British nobility, the 
fact remains, and may well make the Brit- 
ish noblemen thoughtful. If the present 
tendency continues, the next generation 
of noblemen will be as thin and. fragile 
as the cultured Bostonian “swell,” and 
in the course of another generation Brit- 
ish noblemen will become practically in- 
visible. The Radicals need not trouble 
themselves to abolish the House of Lords, 
for, if left to themselves, the peers will dis- 
appear by a process closely analogous to 
that of drying up and blowing away.

the Directors recently thought it worth while to 
engage in some very questionable transactions 
in order to evade a law of the State and keep it 


.in their hands. In spite of the competition of 
‘the bridge, the Union Ferry Company will 


continue to have a, vast and profitable 
patronage; and were all bridge tolls abolished, 
the company would still have a business large 
enough to allow the regular payment of divi- 
dends such as very few transportation compa- 
nies canearn. Let the Sun give itself no uneasi- 
ness about the destruction of the value of the 
ferry franchises and the consequent loss to the 
city. The bridge tolls for carriages should be re- - 
duced one-half, and the car fare should be re- 
duced to 3 cents. As to the charge of 1 cent for 
the passage on foot, it makes no great difference 
whether it be maintained or abolished; but, con- 
sidering the cost of collecting it and the annoy- 
ance its collection causes in the crowded hours, 
the weight of argument seems to us to be on the 
side of a free foot-path.

BACH’S “ PASSION MUSIC.” 
A detailed review of Johann Sebastian 


.Bach’s “ Passion Music” according to St, Mat- }* 


thew, if at all proportioned to the magnitude of 
the work, would be quite out of place in the 


Scolumns of a daily newspaper. The task of 


enumerating the manifold beauties of the score 
has been fulfilled long since by commentators 
whose labors have left little or nothing to dis- 
cover or to honor, and dry’ description of 
the masterpiece of the elder ‘Bach supplies 
a@ very faint idea of its importance, 
impressiveness, and charm. Hence noattempt at 
a minute analysis of an achievement which has 
been known to the musical world for half a cen-- 
tury need be made when an occasional render- 
ing of the **Passion Music” claims the attention 
of the unprofessional public. A few words as to: 
the origin of the “* Passion Music,” as generally 
understood, and some reference to its character 
by way of refreshing the memory as to its prin- 
cipal traits will form a sufficient preface 
to the record of its latest performance. In the 
early ages of the church it was customary to re- 
cite on Palm Sunday and Good Friday a chapter: 


of the Gospels narrating the circumstances of the }: 


Passion. The story was rehearsed by one indi- 
vidual,.but the personages involved were repre-- 
sented by an equal number of persons,’ and 
the, utterances of the masses were voiced by. 
a chorus, the choral’fragments being defined’ 
_as Turbe. Luther retained the ancient usage in” 
the Reformed Church, and in 1573 a German‘ 
version of the text was printed at Wittemburg, 
with music for the recitation, and harmonized in- 
troductory and final choruses. More elaborate 
versions of the same subject followed, and in 
1717 Handel composed a work on text 
originally furnished by Brockes, a Hamburg’: 
-poet. Three “Passions” are ascribed to 
Bach, the ‘first .(according to St. Luke) being 
of questionable authenticity. The second is after 
. St. John and the third after St. Matthew. The 
‘latter was first listened to in Leipzig, on Good 
Friday, in 1729.. One hundred years elapsed be- 
fore it was again given in public. In 1829, Men- 
delssohn brought it out in Berlin,.and its effect 
was 60 powerful as to lead, for the first time, . 


to an: investigation’ of the master’s other 
works, which is still in progress, and has re- 
sulted already in a _ universal appreciation, 
of their grandeur. The ‘Passion Music” ac- 
— to St. Matthew, which was given by the 
Oratorio Society of New-York atthe Academy 
of Music yesterday afternoon, under the direc- 
tion of Dr. Damrosch, is written for two com-; 
plete choirs, each consisting of solo voi 

chorus, full orchestra, and organ. The part of! 
the Evangelist, or narrator, is assigned to a 
tenor, the remaining personages of the drama 
being divided between a soprano, a contral- 
to, and two bassos. The chief characteristics of 
the ** Passion Music” are intense devotional feel-, 
,ing, gentle sorrow, an increasing flow of melody 
and some choral effects as novel and striking as 


. they are apparently simple in their construction. 


The fugal element which enters so largely into 
most of Bach’s productions is entirely wanting 
in the * Passion Music,”’ but the complexity of 
the part-writing, whether for voices or instru- 
ments, reveals a command of the art of counter- 
point in which the master hand of the 
great musician is easily recognized. Brass in- 
struments are never used, most of the accom- 
paniments being furnished by the stringed or- 
chestra and the recitative sustained by the organ. 
A graceful violin solo and a long — for the 
above are also part of the score. The composer's 
aim has evidently been to produce continuous 
melody and a tone of the purest nature, 
and to avoid monotony by such a va- 
riety of —————— and combinations as only 
nius can obtain by wholly legitimate methods. 
'o seek to inaicate the profoundly interestin 
nature of a work of this order by a mention o 
certain numbers as particularly prominent, 
would be to court failure. The ‘comparative 
dryness of the recitations is felicitously diversi-:

FOOF: AND MOUTH DISEASE, 


“CHICAGO LIVE STOCK MEN BELIEVE: THE 
REPORTS TO BE EXAGGERATED. 
CurcaGco, March 12.—Chicago live stock 
dealers seriously question the trustworthiness of 
the reports of great ravages by the foot and 
mouth disease in the South-west. Some of 
them pronounce the cattle plague a myth, 
existing; only inthe fertile brains of 
scheming politicians, who are denounced for 
resorting to a plague scare as a means of help- 
ing their scheme to createa bureau of animal in- 
dustry. Atthe Union Stock-yards the subject 
‘was very generally discussed by dealers and 
_drovers, none of whom seemed to attach any im- 
‘portance to the reports. Onedealer fresh from 
the infected district said he had heard something 
‘about “sore-foot cattle,” but didn’t think it 
; anything more than “fiawin the hoof,” which 
“was caused by ranging on wet lands. A shipper 
. said he took little stock in the reports, but if they 
“were true the most stringent measures were 
‘necessary to protect the vast cattle interests 
from receiving a blow which would take 
‘them years to recover’ from. There 
had lately been some large importations of 
blooded k from sections in Europe where all 
kinds of cattle disease prevailed, and the infec- 
‘tion may have been distributed by this means. 
_It is understood a committee of Chicago cattle 
3men has been appointed to go to Kansas and 
make an investigation. and in that case the truth 
{will be known very soon. 


_ NrosHo Fats, Kan., March 12. — The 
Quarantine Committee appointed by the mass 
convention here yesterday to take measures in 
regard to the foot and mouth disease in cattie 
held a meeting last night, and since then have 
taken all possible precautions to stop infection 
of herds and premises. The herd in Coffey County 
has been placed in charge of A. S. Vanordeg 
Brand, who wiil, under the discretion of 
the committee, preserve a strict quaran- 
tine. A herd some miles west of here, on 
Owl Creek, has been placed in charge of G. B. 
Inge, with a resident advisory committee. An- 
other infected herd was reported to-day. It is 
thoucht that the committee will be able to en- 
force strict compliance with its orders for a few 
days, but being without legal authority, it is be- 
lieved the quarantine cannot be maintained for 
any length of time. The United States Veterinary 
Surgeons are busily engaged, and give the com- 
mittee all the aid in their power. 

MANHATTAN, Kan., March 12.—At a meet- 
ing of prominent stock-raisers in this city last 
night resolutions were passed favoring a strict 

uarantine in the district in Woodson County in- 
ected with foot and mouth disease, and that the 
Governor should use every means in his power to 
stamp out the disease; also one asking Senators 
and presentatives in Congress to favor such 
action as will place funds at the disposition of 
the Commissioner of Agriculture to be used in 
such emergencies. A committee of five was ap- 
pointed tocall a mass-meeting, should further 
action be necessary. The sentiment of the meet- 
ing was against.a special session of the Legisla- 
ture.

COL. FRANK WRISLEY. 
Col. Frank Wrisley, proprietor of the 
‘Wictoria Hotel, died suddenly last evening of 
apoplexy. Col. Wrisley was apparently in good

Subse- 
quently he came to this city and became proprie- 
tor of the New-York Hotel.

| proprietor of the Victoria, and has_ successfully 
the hotel ever since. He was mar 
ried Miss Hartshorn, of Belmont, Maas., 
where he has for some years had a coun- 
try residence. His wife and two daughters sur- 
vive him. One of his daughters is Mrs. Edward 
F. Atken, of Boston. She is now1n Cuba. Col. 
Wrisley was commissioned Oct. 17, 1871, as Com- 
ary of Subsistence of the First Division, 
N. G. 8. N. Y., and had the brevet rank of Colone!. 
He wasa man of fine presence, and was possessed 
of great integrity. He had many warm friends, 
and his death produced a mar impression 
among the guests at the Victoria. No arrange- 
ments have yet been made for the funeral. 


MANUEL J. GARCIA 
Manuel J. Garcia, a creole of Spanish 
stock, died on Tuesday in New-Orleans. “Le 
viux rére,” as he was tenderly called, was 83 
years of age. He was born in Louisiana in 17%, 
and filled many prominent positions. A planter 
before the war, he resided in Jefferson, of which 
parisn he was Sheriff 10 years, up to 1844, then a 
State Fenator, and Naval Officer, by appoint.

On one occasion Garcia served as mount- 
ed orderly in carrying dispatches tor Gen. Jack- 
son. He was father of 25 children. Their mother 
died recently at a venerable age.

DR. NEWMAN’S STORY TOLD 


A COMMITTEE OF THE COUNCIL TO 
FORMULATE THE ADVICE. 
80TH SIDES OF THE MADISON-AVENUE 

CHURCH TROUBLES PRESENTED AND 
THE DECISION TO BE GIVEN TO-DAY. 
The atmosphere in Dr. Newman’s cor- 
frugated iron church was chill and smoky, yester- 
day, when the doors were opened to admit the 
advisory council. Deacon James P. Foster 
beamed effulgently upon the shivering multi- 
tude in the 400 pews. “Didn’t I tell you,” he 
said, “that the place was cold as Greenland and 
could not be warmed? Sell it? Well, I should 
say so.” 
Trustee Hopkins smiled grimly, as he turned 
up his coat collar. “It seems to be warm 
enough for Dr. Newman, anyway,” he re- 


marked. 
The clergymen sat in their overcoats, and the 


bald-headed brethren resorted to black silk 
skull-caps. The ladies were out in far greater 
force than on the previous day, and prevailed 
upon the doorkeepers to admit them without 
tickets. By tacit understanding, seemingly, the 
contending factions took different sides of the 
church, the Newman people going to the right, 
the Ranney followers to the left, and the two 
score of clergymen arraying themselves in solid 
platoons in the middle. Dr. Dexter prayed that 
“the blossoms of good intentions on all sides 
might mature into the fruit of good action, and 
not be blasted by the chill winds of misunder- 
standing and of enmity.” In reading his 
minutes the Secretary referred to Brother Ran- 
ney and Brother Newman. 

Deacon Foster, pointedly reminded by the bus- 
iness-like Moderator and a few plain-spoken 
clergymen that time was on the wing, braced 
himself against the bronze baptismal font and 
talked for 50 minutes. While disclaiming any in- 
tention of formally presenting another side of 
the “‘ case,” he said that he desired to submit a 


few facts in protest. He remarked that the pew 
rents of the church to-day are as high as ever 
they were. The memorial supporting Dr. New- 
man represented 113 pews and more than 1,000 
members. “According to hoth our church 
Manuals,” said Mr. Foster, “ the only authority 
that can cal) a Pastor and contract with him for 
his salary is a united meeting of the church and 
the society, and they only can dismiss him and 
annul the contract for salary. The men who 
have led this movement against Dr. Newman 
knew that at such a uni meeting of church 
and society they would be overwhelmingly de- 
feated, and therefore insisted on calling an ex- 
clusive church meeting to act on the subject, 
and they profess to have so done.” 

He argued that the action of the church meet- 
ing which professed to remove Dr. Newman was 
illegal, contrary to their own constitution and 
the State laws, and was, therefore, null and void. 
It was a factious minority assembled to do an 
unlawful act, and not the true Madison-Avenue 
Church. No reason existed for the cail of sucha 
meeting, but it was the outgrowth of untrue 
statements and rumors regarding Dr. Newman,’ 
all at war with the notorious facts in the case. 
Dr. Newman became the Pastor of the church at 
the special request of Dr. Ranney and those 
who now oppose him. When he accepted 
the position it was as the “settled Pastor” 
ot the church, and he had faithfully tried to 
maintain the Congregational government. Mr. 
Foster took up one by one what he called the 
“ false statements” regarding the income of the 
church, the character of the congregation, and 
the attempt to sell the property. The state- 
ment that the Rev. Dr. George H. Hepworth 
would return to the pastorate of the church, 
providing Dr. Newman was turned out, he de- 
nounced as slander. The Deacon commented 
on the spiritual condition of the church, and. 
said that its progress during the last five years 
compared favorably with all other vary go 
tional churches in this State. In support of his 
claim that Dr. Newman’s sermons have been 
my | and instructive in the word of God, 
Deacon Foster quoted 50 or more topics that had 
been expounded from the a since last Sep- 
tember. He accused the Pastor’s enemies of 
crane | the beneficial Bible readings and ridi- 
culing the religious revivals. 

“Should Dr. Ranney’s movement prevail,” 
said Deacon Foster, in conclusion, ** the financial 
support of the church would be destroyed, the 
church itself be ruined, and a forced sale of the 
property would be made. The Madison-Avenue 
Congregational Church and Society would cease 
to exist—cease, at all events, as a prosperous and 
flourishing organization; cease as an influential 
body in the city of New-York and in the country 
at large.” ee 

Lawyer Abbott said thatif necessary his side 
was ready tosubstantiate its statements by fur- 
ther evidence. Dr. Ranney leaned on his stout 
stick and discussed the finances of the church, 
particularly resenting an allegation from his op- 

onents that he had done little to improve them. 

or nearly an hour the members of the council 
popped up one by one and plied both sides with 
questions. Then Treasurer James H. Seymour 
talked over personal money matters for a while. 
There was much discussion as to whether Dr. 
Newman should be permitted to say what he had 
to say tothe council and retire, or whetber the 
members should be allowed to ask him questions. 
it was finally agreed to avoid unpleasant person- 
alities by simply listening to what the Pastor had 
to say, without question or comment. 

When the committee went to Dr. Newman's 
study to bring him out the people inthe back 
seats stood up and craned their necks. The 
Pastor came into the rvom calm and dignified, 
with his black frock coat buttoned close up to 
the chin. The Moderator hammered on the read- 
ing desk with a brass key to check a burst of 
applause. *“* We are Christian people,” he said, 
reprovingly. Dr. Newman advanced to the sten- 
ographers’ table, and, folding his hands over a 
roll of paper, easayed to speak. He shook his 
head deprecatingly at cries of * Platform,” but 
finally walked up the steps and shook hands with 
Dr. Dexter. With his right arm —y— | on the 
Bible and his left between the first and second 
buttons of his coat, he told the story of his 
wrongs with marked empbasis and deliberation. 

In thanking the council for its courtesy in in- 
viting him to speak, he said that he appeared 
more to reciprocate that courtesy than as a de- 
fendant. As he was nota defendant, he would 
not touch upon the merits of the case and would 
avoid personal allusion. He looked with sadness 
upon the injury to the church of God sustained 
by the present trouble and its ‘effect upon the 
common people and the rising generation. It 
was a sorrowful memory to him to have 
been the occasion of it. But inasmuch as 
it had been heralded throughout the land that 
this was a church Se. he owed it to himself 
to protest, and say that never, since he had been 
Pastor of the church, had he as an angry 
word with any one of its members. In referring. 
to the letter from the Rev. W. Davis, pre- 
sented to the council on Tuesday, Dr. Newman 
said that “‘calm!y and distinctly he had no know)l- 
edge of making any of the assertions contained 
in it.” While he could not for one moment 
believe that Mr. Davis had written what 
he did not believe to be true, 1t was his own right 
to declare ignorance of the facts therein con- 
tained. “ atever respect I may have for Mr. 
Davis,” said Dr. Newman, folding his arms and 
looking loftily over the heads of theentire as- 
sembly at the sexton, who was sitting on a camp- 
chair near the door, “I have long ceased to 
respect that Methodist meddler who brought that 
letter to this council.” The ladies looked askance 
at - Rey. Dr. Buckley, who was fidgeting in his 
feat. 

Dr. Newman said that the call had come to him 
unsought at a time when he was thinking of 
giving up preaching for literary work. He was 
induced to accept it at the instance of &@ number 
of families in New-York who thought that they 
were benefited by his | ge meee ose persons 
,were the spiritual and financial support of the 
church. During his pestorete he had conformed 
‘to Congregational rules to the best of his ability. 
He would not have the church other than Con- ° 
pecaattonal if he could, and he could not if 

e would. Persons who joined the church un- 
derstood that they were becoming Congrega~- 
tionalists. He had also given proper recognition 
to those members who bore the burden in the 
heat of the day. In all but one instance he had 
favored the renomination of the older Deacons 
end Trustees when their terms expired. He 
considered himself the legal Pastor of the 
church under the statutes of the State, and 
he believed that only the society had 
the power to create and dissolve such a 
relation. Whether or not installation was 
necessary was a question he debated for 
some time, and he had learned from Congrega- 
tional literature that there was not a unanimity 
of opinion on the subject. Dr. Newman said 
that he was not holding the pastorate of the 
Madisun-A venue Congregationa) Church against 
the wili'of those who, in his opinion, constituted 
that church. If that were so, he would hand in 
his resignation before the sun went down. 
Furthermore, he did not know a single Methodist, 
either in the clergy or the laity, who had so far 
forgotten all Christian manh as to enter into 
a conspiracy to draw the Madison-A venue Church 
into their denomination. That great body could 
furnish churches enough of its own. He solemn- 
ly protested that such a step had never been con- 
templated. 

In conclusion, Dr. Newman said that without 
meaning to influence the advice of the council 
in che slightest degree—he said advice instead of 
verdict, because he supposed that the gentlemen 
knew that they had not original jurisdiction—he 
wished to say that his friends in the church were 
his peopie, and he proposed to devote his life to 
their spiritua) sual: here they went he should 
ro also. He was not dependent upon his salary 
for a living; other avenues were open to him. 
Wher he had finished speaking Dr. Newman 
tmaude @ profound bow to the clergymen who 
had listened to him with close attention and hur- 
ried back to his study.

BEAR STORIES FROM ULSTER. 


NARROW ESCAPE OF A BARK-PEELER AND A 
FIGHT WITH MR. BRUIN. 

ELLENVILLE, N. Y., March 12.—The hoop- 
pole cutters and bark-peelers in different parts 
of this county are commencirg early to talk of 
the presence of bears in unusual numbers in the 
mountains. Shandaken, Henley, Woodstock, and 
Hardenbergh Townships seem to be the chosen 
fields of these animals this Spring. They have 
emerged with their young from their Winter 
sleeping places some weeks before they are 
usually looked for, notwithstanding that the 


snow is still very deep in the woods. The Never- 
sink region sends in the story that a bark-peeler 
named Daggett attempted to capture a pair of 
cubs that he came upon a few days ago snugly 
stowed away ina hollowstump. He took them up 
in his arms, and was hurrying away with them, 
when the mother appeared upon the scene. Dag- 
gett, thinking that he might outrun her and 
reach a house that was distant about half a mile, 
kept the cubs in his arms, and ran at the top of 
his speed. The old bear gained on him rapidly, 
however, and he put down one of the cubs, hop- 
ing that the mother would stop with it lon 
enough to allow him to get beyond her reac 
with the other one. She stopped, but only an 
instant. Seeing that only one of her cubs had 
been released, she rushed after Daggett aguin. 
He saw that it would be impossible for him to 
reach the house before the she-bear would be 
upon him, and he dropped the other cub. This 
satisfied the old bear, and she allowed Daggett to 
goon his way unmolested. A party of armed 
men subsequently went in search of the trio of 
bears, but had not captured them at last ac- 
counts. 

The Woodstock country is excited over the 
adventures of fourmen anda boy with a she 
bear and three cubs on Friday last. The party 
was hunting rabbits near the Greene County 
line. The y fired at a rabbit he had scared 
from a brush pile, and at the sound of the guna 
large bear came out from behind the roots of a 
fallen tree. She was followed by threecubs, and 
rushed directly at the boy. The bear was only a 
few steps away, andthe boy fired the undis- 
charged barrel of his gun at her, but asit was 
loaded with fine shot the effect was only to 
increase the bear’s fury. The boy ran and 
shouted for help. The four men were near, 
and appe in time to save the boy, who 
was being close pressed by the enraged bear. 
The guns of the party contained nothing but 
fine shot, but the men attacked the bear at close 

uarters. The cubs huddled together a short 

istance behind their mother. While the men 
were firing into the old bear {the boy ran up and 
carried away two of thecubs. The mother dis- 
covered the loss of her cubs at once, and broke 
away after their captor. She had received nine 
heavy aoe of shot, however, and was mortal- 
ly wounded, and fell dead before she had gone 
many steps. In the fight between the men and 
the bear one of the party had his boot and one 
leg of his trousers torn off of him and his flesh 
badly mangled a 4 asudden spring of the bear 
upon him. The bear was very thin, although 
large, and weighed but 200 pounds. The men 
ruthlessly killed the third cub.

A VERDICT OF MURDER IN THE FIRST DE- 
GREE, ALTHOUGH HIS ACCOMPLICES’ 
CONFESSIONS WERE NOT ADMITTED. 

PovuGHKEEPSIE, March 12.—The trial of 
John B. Griffin, charged with murdering Samuel 
Groener, of Pawling, by throwing a dynamite 
cartridge into the house where he lived on Oct. 
5 last, was commenced and finished to-day. The 
evidence for the prosecution was in the main 
given by the occupants of the house where Groe- 
ner lived, and the ante-mortem statement of 
Samuel Groener was also introduced. The wit- 
nesses swore strongly against Griffin. They 
swore to having seen him and George Mulkins 
and Seneca Miller, who are also charged with 
the crime, running from the house after the ex- 
plosion occurred, and one or two testified that 
Griffin had a gun in his hand. 

Evidence was brought out showing that the 
attack on the house was premeditated by all 
three, because of the belief, on their part, that 
some of the inmates of the building had in- 
formed against them in relation to a theft of cat- 
tle. Miller warned the inmates that Griffin was 
mad, and that an awful crime was going to be 
committed by him, and urged his brother to go 
away from the house. Groener’s ante-mortem 
statement showed that he saw Griffin in the yard 


of the house after the explosion, and that Griffin 
shot him through the open door. Recorder 
Frank Ls. Lown was called to the stand, and the 
District Attorney offered in evidence the follow- 
ing confession, or statement, made by Mulkins: 


“On Thursday vefore the blowing-up happened Griffin 
and 1 were at work at Harrison B. Peck’s blasting 
rocks, We used dynamite cartridges to blast with. We 
came home that night, after we finished work, and 
came by young Hiram Britton’s house. He and his 
wife stopped us and told us that Cyrus 
Stark was going to have us arrested for the 
beef that he had lost. that Jonah 
Place and Ann Eliza Dibble had told. The next 
morning the two men went to see Ann Eliza about it. 
She denied it. Laterin the day they became uneasy 
and went to the barn wherethey had been at work and 
put on their coats. Griffin picked upa whole cartridge 
anda half one, saying: ‘I'll fix them—Ann Eliza Dib- 
bie’s folks—with this. I'll biow up the house with this.’ 
He also picked up a box of exploders and a fuse, throw- 
ing the latter into Mulkins’s pall for him to carry. 
They then visited Hiram Britton’s twice, looking for 
Seneca Miller. When they lett home aftersupper John 
Griffin took his gun and they startea for the Robbers’ 
Rocks, where Seneca, whom they had met, had agreed 
to meet them. 

“We got about half-way between the Robbers’ 
Rocks and Ann Eliza’s, when we met Seneca Miller in 
the road. Then all three went back to Britton’s and 
had a drink or two more of whisky. Seneca got a pint 
of whisky in a bottle and _ we all started. John B. 
talked ot golng to Norman Dennis's. He took his gun, 
but left his sachel. Then we came on down toward 
Ann Eliza’s. I sapposed we would go past ber house 
and toward Whaley Pond. When we got to Ann 
Eliza’s John B. gave Seneca the cartridge and said: 
*“WuUl you throw herin?’ Seneca said: * Yes, I'll throw 
Seneca took the cartridge. John said: 
in the window I will fire 
the gun if they open the door.’ I am sure 
that Griffin handed Seneca the cartridge while 
we all stood in the road by the house. Seneca 
took the cartridge, and when he = by the window he 
lit it. and while he stood there John B. and [I walked up 
where we could look at the door and the window. Sen- 
eca threw the lighted cartridge through the window 
when the door opened and Seneca ran up to where we 
were, and as the door opened John B, fired the gun. I 
heard, thought, two explosions, sounding like a 
double-barreled gun going off. Then I heard some one 
in the house exclaim: * Oh, dear! oh, Gesr!’ John said: 
*Damn you, some of you have got it'’ We started then 
and went up the road a ways and then into the woods 
and then on the turnpike again to Zeke Buckley’s, We 
staid there a spell, having drunk up the pint of whisky 
on the way. We staid a little while at Buckley’s, and 
then bade them good-bya and next went to John Con- 
ners. By the time I goithere 1 was drunk. I don’t re- 
member leaving there. The first thing I knew after 
coming to I found myself in a lot, just before daylight 
allalone. I made a little fire and warmed myself, an 
staid there till daylight. 1 then went to Norman Da- 
vis’s, reaching there about 7 or 8 o'clock, and found 
Griffin and Muller there eating breakfast.” 


The rest of the confession is taken up with an 
account of their movements up tothe time of 
their capture. 

Seneca V. Miller's confession was also present- 
ed. The first part relates to the accusation about 
killing beef. Miller got some money which John 
Crowley owed him and intended to goaway. On 
the way from Crowley’s to Dibble’s he met Mul- 
kins and Griffin. He then says: 

“ It was then between 7 and 8 P, M. and dark. Griffin 
said: ‘Weare looking for you.’ Millerasked them ‘What 
for ?’ and Griftin replied: ‘We are going to give the 
Dibbles hell.’ Milier -_ ed them what they were going 
to do, and Griffin said they were going to blow them up. 
Miller said he would have nothing to do with it at all, 
and that all had better go back to Hi Britton’s and take 
2 drink and let it go. Then all went to Britton’s. Griffin 
had a gun with him. At Britton’s they drank again. 
There all three talked about going away to avoid arrest 
for stealing. Griffin took hold of his eun and said: * No 

is going to arrest me.’ Then all three went 
down to the corner of the road, near the house that was 
blown up. John Beach and two men came along with 
& wagon. They had a light with them. After the 
wagon went by Miller, Mulkins, and Griffin went up in

fin, saying he wouldn't throw it in the window. Griffin 
asked bo 


Muikins and Miller to throw it in, and both 
refused. 


“ Then Griffin asked Miller to hold the cartridge fora 
minute, and Miller took it. Then Griffin steped back a 
few steps and cocked his gun and said Miller, 
*‘D—n_you, go and throw that in the window!’ Mil- 
ler did throw it in the window, Griffin telling him to 
throw it clear under the bed in the room, but 
he only pushed it through the glass of the 
window so it went inside of the room. é lit it before 
he pushed it through. Griffin stood in the gate two 
and a half rods off,and Mulkins was a rod from the 
gate in front of the barn. As soonas Miller pushed the 
cartridge jn he ran back, and all three ran toward the 
little pond near the house. As they started to runsome 
one came to the door of the house and opened it, and it 
looked as if he hada gun in his hand. Griffin turned 
right around and shot towardthe man. The man did 
not speak, but shut the door quickly. Ina moment 
afterward the cartridge explod Ail three ran up to 
the edge ot a piece of woods and stopped there a httie 
while. The cartridges were bought at Holmes’s store 
in Pawling.” 

After argument Judge Barnard decided not to 
allow the statements in evidence. Then John B. 
Griffin, the prisoner, was called to the stand by 
the defense. He swore he never had anything 
againstany inmate of the house. He admitted 
he had talked with Miller and Mulkins about 
throwing the cartridge into the house. Hesaid 
Miller told him he threw the cartridge in the 
window, and then Griffin and Mulkins went up 
the road. Neitheron that night nor at any other 
time had he any intent of injuring Samuel 
Groener or any other person. He maintained he 
was in the road when the cartridge was thrown, 
and when the explosion occurred he heard 
a door of the house open, and shot toward the 
house because he thought he heard some one 
else shoot. He explained several of the incon- 
sistencies of his movements that night by assert- 
ing that they were all crazy drunk. When his 
evidence was finished he asked if he might say a 
word. The court nodded assent and he said: “I 
have told this thing just as it was. I was not out 
of the highway at all that night when the explo- 
sion occurred. I have told it just as it was from 
oeginning to end.” 

William I. Thorn summed up for the prisoner, 
and District Attorney Hackett for the people, 
and then Judge Barnard charged the jury and it 
retired. It was out only ashort time, when it 
returned with a verdict of murder in the first de- 
gree. Griffin worea sullen look after the ver- 
dict was announced. He told his counsel he had 
not been squarely dealt with by the jury; that 
he did not throw the cartridge, and that it was 
the cartridge killed Groener. In his talk with 
his counsel he seemed much agitated. As he 
was being conducted back to his cell he told his 
escort he could stand it and would meet his fate 
likea man. Miller and Mulkins will be tried to- 
morrow.

this morning. His sku)] was crushed by a blow 
from a heavy mallet, and the deadly in- 
strument was found on the ground near 
the body. There is no doubt but 
that he was murdered, but by whom is not even 
suspected. Vierks is supposed to have had con- 
siderablamoney about his person at the time of 
the muréer. e was 85 years of age. This is the 
second murder which has occurred in this county 
during a comparatively short period, the first 
being the killing of Banker Mead at Waupaca, 
for which aman named Vandecar is now in jail 
awaiting a second trial, the jury having disagreed 
at the first trial.

TWO MURDERERS ARRESTED. 

RALEIGH, N. C., March 12.—Edward Ray 
and Waightetill Anderson, who killed three men 
on the 15th of last month in Mitchell County, 
surrendered themselves yesterday, and are now 
in jail in Ashville. The Governor had offered 
$800 reward for their apprehension and the ciii- 
zens had offered $8,500 more, so that from 100 to 
800 men were on their trail all the time. The 
pursuit was through mountains and was excit- 
ing. Once Ray and Anderson were surprised at 
their camp-fire and their overcoats, blankets, 
and provisions were captured, The cause of the 
killing was contention about the ownership of 
the Mica mine. The trial will be a noted event in 
Western Carolina, and will probably not take 
place before the Fall. ‘

BRUTAL ASSAULT ON A WIDOW IN LONG 
ISLAND CITY. 

Officer John Waddell, of the Long Island 
City Police, was startled about 3 o’clock yester- 
day morning by the cries of three little children, 
who were running down Ferry-street screaming, 
“Murder! help!” The officer rushed up to the 
children and the oldest managed to say, ** Oh, 
Mister, run, two men are killing Mrs. Branni- 
gan.” The officer went as fast as he could to the 
house, and just as he got in the door he saw three 
men jumping over the fence in the yard. 
He gave chase and succeeded in arresting John 


Quigley, 24 years of age, one of the most notori- 
ous persons in Hunter’s Point. The officer start- 
ed for the station with his prisoner, but at Bor- 
den-avenue and Vernon-avenue Quigley broke 
away trom him and started up the former street, 
the officer close behind him. e latter drew his 
revolver and fired two shots at the fugitive, both 
of which took effect. One went through his left 
ear and the other through the calf of his left leg. 
He still continued to run, however, and hid him- 
self under a stairway, where the officer found 
him. The shotsattracted the attention of Officer 
Kerr, who arrested John McGill, a member of 
Qui jey's gang, who was running down the 
street. The prisoners were taken to the Astoria 
station and locked up. They were arraigned be- 
fore Justice Kavanagh, in the Long Island City 
Police Court, yesterday, and were remanded for 
exemination. 

Mrs. Brannigan, who is a widow 40 years old, 
is a housekeeper for Mr. John Marrion.

MR. ARMITAGE’S CIVIL RIGHTS BILL-—MEM- 

BERS OF THE WARREN COUNTY RING. 

TRENTON, March 12.—Mr. Armitage, of 
Essex, recently introduced a civil rights bill very 
similarto that introduced into the Senate by 
Mr. Youngblood. The House loaded both down 
with amendments that made them ridiculous. 
Mr. Armitage succeeded in putting his 
bill through the committee mill again, 
and it came out regenerated and rejuve- 
nated. This morning it burst upon the 
visions of the astonished members in all its 


original glory. They did not care to put them- 
selves openly on record as opposed to civil 
rights, and it was allowed to go through its 
second reading without amendment. Some who 
were opp to it were preparing to have 
it recommitted for the purpose of man- 
gling it, but Mr. Armitage headed them 
off by securing the adoption of a 
rule forbidding the recommitment of bills 
without the consent of their introducers. Mr. 
Armitage’s bill to promote purity in legislation 
provoked a warm discussion. The clause for- 
bidding lawyers to take fees while in the Legis- 
lature was the bone of contention. Mr. Cole 
said lawyers could take fees without runnin 
afoul of the bribery laws, and he charged tha 
the lawyers were responsible for all the bad laws 
on the statute-books. Mr. Armstrong and Mr. 
Prall went tothe defense of the lawyers. The 
bill passed by a vote of 52 to Mr. Flynn. 

One by one the members of the Warren County

_cent citizenship. For three yearsthey have been 


trying to secure a restoration of their civil 
privileges. The Court of Pardons refused to 
pardon them, and last year Gov. Ludlow sat 
down on them heavily with a veto.

She wished to see the pict- 
ures of those who had already entered for 
the prize, but I declined to let her look 
at them. Afterward we met in the pres- 
ence of Mr. fForepaugh. She wanted 
$120 a week. I told her I thought the salary 
should be about $75. She was singing at the 
Grand Central Theatre, and said that she thought 
she could do better than that in her profession. 
‘Oh, call it a hundred dollars,’ said Mr. Fore- 
paugh. ‘I’ll make up the difference in the sale 
of photographs.’ 

An engagement, Mr. Day avers, was agreed on 
at that rate. The beauty wanted what she called 
a contract to show her friends that she had taken 
the prize, Forepaugh refused tog any paper 
to that effect because, as he said, he might die, 
and it might make trouble. He said that Mr. Day 
might give her a letter to show her friends.

THE CIRCULAR WHICH THE CHAMBER OF 
COMMERCE HAS ISSUED. 

William H. Fogg, George 8. Coe, and So- 
lon Humphreys, a special sub-committee repre- 
senting the Chamber of Commerce, have pre- 
pared a circular for distribution among the sev- 
eral commercial bodies of this country. The cir- 
cular states the desireof the Chamber that the 
coinage of silver dollars shall be suspended for a 
period of atleast two years, and urges that a 
joint meeting be held in Washington at some 


suitable time, when representatives from each 
commercial body can be present. The issue is’ 
= by the committee in the following sen- 


“The practical question before the country is not 
whether the money shall consist of silver or of gold, 
but wagther the doliar or its representative shall con- 
tinue of the present standard value, or shall sink to 4 
relative value greatly diminished in purchasing power. 
That the gold dollar and the silver dollar are not equal 
is confessed py the daily operations of the Treasury. 
With five dollars of the one it purchases bullion 
enough to coin six dollars of the other. And when so 
created the two kinds of dollars are not made inter- 
changeable by the Government that issues them. How, 
then, can they be equally and equitably enforced into 
commerce, or be J y and indiscriminately used in the 
payment of debts? 

~The operations of the Government are of such mag- 
nitude that the kind of money used in its payment 
must at once become the standard money of the Na- 
tion, and to thet standard all banks and business men 
must by necessity conform in their dealings and ex- 
changes with each other. Unless this law of compul- 
sory coinage be repealed, this vast country, in a time of 
its greates' woeperty, will be, voluntarily and without 
reason, remitted to the condition of having two cur- 
rencies, of different values, with all their inconven- 
fences and complications, as py f existed during the 
war. Gold coin will naturally g° © foreign countries, 
where it is wanted as money, in exchange for ellver 
necessarily imported to fill the void thus created, until 
—_ en becomes irretrievably and solely a silver 


The circular has been sent to more than 30 in- 
fluential business organizations, including the 
Boards of Trade of Boston, Chicago, St. is, 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, and Cincinnati. The 
leading commercial bodies of Boston and Wil- 
mington, Del., have already declared in favor of 
the suspension of silver coinage. 


A MILWAUKEE PROTEST. 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., March 12.—Ata special 
meeting of the Milwaukee Merchants’ Associa- 
tion this afternoon the following resolution was 
adopted, and ordered sent to the Wisconsin Sen- 
ators and Representatives at Washington: 


The Merchants’ A@sociation, of the city of Milwau- 
kee, in concert with the action of mercantile bodies in 
other cities of the United States, desire to call the at- 
tention of our Senators and Representatives in Con- 
ae to the urgent necessity of taking immediate ac- 
jon in regard to the present law relative to the coinnge 
The law requiring the coinage 
to the amount of §82,000,- 
000 monthly being other arbitrary and without 
any regard to the commercial demands, is a constant 
menace to our business interests, for, through its opera- 
tion, and at no far distant aay, gold will so apprectate 
that it wil! gradually be drawn from circulation and 
thus cause a large contraction, not less than 8800,000, 
of our circulating medium, which, with a depreciation 
of the existing currency, will bring disaster and dis- 
arrangement to the business of the whole country. 
We believe that bimetallism, except as a subsidiary 
coinage for fractional uses, can only be successfully 
continued by the concurrence of the le my commer- 
cial nations of the world, and that the surest and 
8 jest way of bringing it about will be by discon- 
tinuing the present coinage; therefore 

Resolved, That our Senators and Representatives in 
Congress be most earnestly requested to use thetr best 
endeavor in having the law requiring the coinage of 
silver dollars re at the earliest day. 


The matter was also pees Se up on ’Change to- 
day, and the following resolutions were adopted: 


Resolwed, That the continued coinage of silver dollars 
at the arbitrary rate of 2,000,000 a month, in face of the 
failure of the enforced attempt to put in circulation 
much of that already coined, seriously threatens to rele- 
gate this country to a debased standard of value with 
very grave attendant evils in the natural and certain 
hoarding and outfiow of gold, and the resulting serious 
contraction of the circulating medium. 

Resolved, That this Chamber of Commerce has ob- 
served with pleasure that the more intelligent advo- 
cates of bimetaillism, under the present conditions, ad- 
vocate the repeal of the silver law, on the ground that 
bimetallism can only be possible with concert action 
by the great Commonwealth nations. 

Resolved, That this Chamber of Commerce most 
earnestly requests our Senators and Representatives fn 
Congress to use their best endeavors for the repeal of 
the law requiring the coinage of silver dollars at the 
earliest practicable day. 


WESTERN COAL ASSOCIATION. 


DISSATISFACTION WITH THE PRESENT RULES 
OF THE ORGANIZATION. 

A meeting of the Western Anthracite 
Coal Association will take place at the Gilsey 
House to-day. The organization regulates the 
rates of transportation and the price of coal west

+ of Syracuse and in Canada. It has nothing to do 


with prices east of that point. The contract now 
in force dates from April 1, 1888. The parties to 
it are producers and shippers of coal. By its 


terms the prices of coal are made uniform, 
to prevent unprofitable competition. The 
coal of one mine is not allowed to be 
delivered at a lower price in the same place than 
the coal of another. Difference in distance of 
transportation is not-counted. Buffalo is an im- 
portant distributing point. Some of the coal 
going to that market is mined by the railroads 
carrying it, and some AB gi hdgre enterprise. The 
railroad is not permitted to take advantage of 
the private producer and shipper. The associa: 
tion does not attempt to regulate the production 
nor is the business pooled. Producers secure all 
the business they can, but are bound by their 


,contract to adhere to the association prices in 


their sales. 

A Committee of Control meets once a month 
to regulate rates. Three members are numed for 
each of the five coal roads and the mines in the 
fields they traverse, as follows: Delaware, Lack- 
awanna and Western, FE. R. Holden, of New- 
York; J. H. Sawyer, of Wilkesbarre, and C. M. 
Sanderson, of Scranton; Lehigh Valley, W. H. 
Sayre, of Bethlehem; E. B. Ely, of New-York, 
and F. C. Dininny, of Elmira; Erie, E. N. Frisbie, 
of New-York; J. J. Albright, Sr., of Scranton, 
and W. E. Street, of New-York; Philadelphia 
and Reading, T. M. Richards, of Philadelphia; J. 
J. Albright, Jr., of Buffalo, and W. L. Kingman, 
of Rochester; Pennsylvania, J. D. F. Slee. of El- 
mira; John 8. Richards, of Erie, and Joseph H. 
Stickney, of New-York, The Chairman is J.J. 
Albright, Sr., and the Secretary W. E. Street. 
This committee met yesterday and resolved to 
recommend at the general meeting to-day the 
adoption of the constitution of last year as a 
basis of operation. A memberof the committee 
said that at the same time the committee would 
explain that the present plan had not worked 
satisfactorily. It was thought best to let the 
general meeting fix upon a plan. The trouble 
primarily came from an overstocked market. 
The competition for trade was sharp. Where the 
bad faith appeared to exist was among the ship- 
ping lines which surreptitiously cut the trans- 
portation rates. One of two things, the speaker 
said, would haveto be done—either the associa- 
tion would have to break up or make some de- 
cided amendments to the present agreement. 


GOODS FOR THE COREAN EXHIBITION. 

No American steamer has ever gone 
through the Suez Canal witha cargo. The San 
Pablo, of the Pacific Improvement Company, 
however, will sail this morning for China by way 
of Gibraltar and the Suez Canal. Several 


hundred cases, containing American agri- 
cultural implements, cotton, and woolen goods, 
go by this steamer to be exhibited at the Corean 
exhibition, which is to be held in Seoul, the 
capital of Corea. Mr. Everett Frazar, the ener- 
tic champion of the Corean Embassy, and of 
he Coreans in general, purchased and shipped 
these goods, for which he received orders from the 
Corean Government. Among the articles which 
are destined to refiect American civilization 
=eoe Corea are samples of farming utensils of 
all descriptions,. the latest patented reaper, a 
two-horse-power thrasher and cleaner, a patent 
swivel plow, a seed-planter and_ harrow. samples 
of American scales, a patent cultivator from Al- 
bany, and samples of cloths, blankets, cotton 
fabrics, and Newark made hats. The vessel will 
also carry about 8,000 bales of cotton fabric. The 
whole cargo is valued at $500,000. * This isa larger 
and more expensive cargo of goods than has ever 
been carried from America to China and Japan,” 
said Mr. John R. Livermore, who was busy mak- 
ing out the bills of lading. “The San Pablo has 
afull cargo of tea engaged from Japan to San 
Francisco, for which port we hope she will sail 
on May 10.” Mr. Frazar seems thoroughly pleased 
to have satisfactorily obtained this consignment, 
and regards the future of Corea through spec- 
tacies of the most roseate tint.

INCIDENTS IN THE LIFE OF AN OLD CITIZEN’ 
OF WAYNE COUNTY. 

Hancock, N. Y., March 12—But for the: 
ill-health of Matthias Mergridge, of Union Settle- 
ment, Wayne County, Penn., five miles from this’ 
village, his 64 children, grand children, and 
great-grand children would have celebrated at 
the homestead on Monday the sixty-fourth an- 
niversary of his settlement on the spot, where he 
has lived ever since, Mr. Mergridge recently 
passed his eighty-sixth year. He was bornin 
England in 1798. When the second war between 
this country and England broke’ out Mergridge

British forces to America. He was serving as @ 
“powder-monkey” in the English navy, hav- 


ing enlisted at the age of 15. The ves- 
sel be was on lay below New-Orleans durin 
that decisive battle, and watched the progress 0 
the fight from the deck: The vessel took k to 
Engiand all that was left of Packenham's com- 
mand after the battle. Mergridge continued in 
the Bntish naval service, and was a sailor on the 
man-of-war Northumberiand, one of the vessels 
that accompanied the Bellerophon to 8t. Helena 
with Napoleon Bonaparte on board. 4 
left the service on the return of his vessel 
England. He came to America in 1820, and set- 
tled on the spot where he now lives, when the 
surroundings were nothing but wilderness. 
While he never obtained any special business 
prominence in the community, his eccentricities 
have made him a celebrity not only in his own 
but adjoining counties, where he exhibited them 
eriodicaliy for 60 yg Four years ago his 

eaith compelled him to forego what had 
been his oe for three-score years. 
He was poss —and is yet, to a degree— 
of a voice of remarkable power, and with a 
wonderful flow of language. In his me it 
was no difficulty for him to make himself heard 
a distance of half a mile, and he could talk for 
hours with his voice at that pitch. It was his 
especial delight to pay visits to the towns and 
villages through the valley, and to pr at 
once to show the power of his voice and the 
many uses to which he could put it. As he 
walked along he would deliver ad on some 
popular local subject, or relate anecdotes and 
tell stories in an original and inimitable manner 
that made his appearance any place 
the signal for a rare treat. ossessed of a 
great fund of wit and humor, his speeches 
and narratives were always interspersed with 
convulsive mimicry of national or individual 
peculiarities, and with quaint songs, the words 
and music of which were always original and 
pbs poe ard impromptu, and with apt quotations 
and original verses. It was a common sight to 
see a whole village at his heels for hours, listen- 
ing to his rapid and sonorous relation of his re- 
markable personal experiences, and his - 
haustible repertory of stories and anecdotes. it 
is related as a fact by friends of his that he once 
talked at a hotel in Honesdale, Penn., for 24 
hours, when he was offered $10 the landlord 
if he would stop. Without a modulation of his 
voice he replied that for $10,000 he would not 
stop until he had exhausted his subject, and he 
continued talking five hours longer. 

One of his favorite personal reminiscences is 
an incident that occurted to him while on his 
way to England many yearsago. The first day 
out from New-York he went on deck and an 
to talk, walking about as he told his stories. 
The passengers all were finally attracted to him 
as the villagers had always been, and followed 
him about the vessel. This became such an an- 
nogynee ho = oe - aia after s day = 
£0 that the Captain gave Mergridge go in 
the cabin and sit down while he bias An- 
other time he visited New-York on purpose to 
talk with Horace Greeley. He succeeded in 
gaining an interview with Mr. Greeley. He at 
once introduced himself andfor two hours he re- 
lated incidents of his life, told stories, impro- 
vised poetry, gave his opinions on current sub- 
jects and of individuals, without giving Mr. 
Greeley a chance to say a word, Finally he, 
stopped and said: “ Now, Mr. Greeley, ou talk 
a little.” To which Greeley replied: ** Well, Mr. 
Meregridge, if there is anything left in creation to. 
be said I would like to know what it is.” 

Soon after Mergridge became a citizen of this 
country he was elected to bea Justice of the 
Peace in Wayne County, and was subsequently 
appointed Postmaster of the backwoods village, 
that wup around him. Some one had him 
indi for holdmg two offices of trust and. 
profit contrary to the law. He pleaded not 
guilty, because “ neither office was one of —_ 
and the only trust that attached to either of 
them was in the office of Postmaster, for in that 
capacity he had trusted every one for stamps 
who had asked him.” He was acquitted. 

Of the thousands of stories that Mergridge has 
told and songs he has sung during hig long resi- 
dence in the Delaware Valley no one ever heard 
him tell or sing one twice, and the person is yet 
to be found who ever heard one of Mergridge’s 
songs or stories before he told or sang it A

A BAND OF YOUNG BANDITS 


BOYS WHO STOLE FOR A YEAR 
JNDETECTED. 

ROBBING GROCERYMEN AND SELLING THEIR 

PLUNDER TO BUY BEER—VICTIMS OF 


SENSATIONAL PAPERS. 

Six dirty, unkempt lads, whose ages 
range from 9 to 12 years, members of a gang of 
young thieves who have beena source of con- 
stant annoyance and lossto the grocerymen on 
Tenth and Eleventh avenues, from Twenty-fifth 
to Twenty-eighth street, stood ina row in front 
of Justice Patterson, at the Jefferson Market 
Police Court, yesterday to answer a charge of 
burglary. They were Thomas Hickey, age 11. of 
No. 502 West Twenty-sixth-street; Samuel Brad- 
ley, age 12, of No. 508 West Twenty-fifth- 
street; Thomas Walsh, age 12, of No. 50 
West Twenty-sixth-street; Harry Winters, 
age 9 of No. 304 Tenth-avenue; Mat- 


thew J. Brady, age 11, of 
avenue, and Michael Lynch, age 9, of No. 414 
West Twenty-sixth-street. For overa year past 
the lads anda number of others who were asso- 
ciated with them have been stealing from the 
groceries in the neighborhogd ot their homes, 
aud the police appear to have been unable to 
prevent it. 7 

The young thieves worked in ngs, and with 
a system and ingenuity worthy of a better cause. 
While the proprietor of a store or his employes 
were in the front part of his place, the goods 
were comparatively safe, but the moment he 
turned his back or went to the rear, somethin 
was sure to be stolen. The young thieves carried 
off baskets of fruits and vegetables, cans of 
preserved fruits, cabbages, &c.; in short, any- 
thing that they could reach handily. While two 
were engaged in watching a store and those in it, 
others would rush to the front of it and steal 
whatever they could carry off. 

Peter Oelrich, who keeps a grocery store at 
No. 258 Tenth-avenue, on the south-east corner 
of Twenty-fifth-street, has been a great sufferer 
from these young thieves. Scarcely a day has 
passed during the past three months without 
something being stolen from his place. About 
two weeks ago James Fanton, a lad living in the 
neighborhood, was arrested on suspicion of 
baving been concerned in these thefts, but there 
was no evidence against him, and_ he was sent to 
the House of Refuge. Johnny Irving, age 15, 

another of the lads, was found prowling in 
front of the store, and when _ ordered 
away by Oelrich threatened to shoot him 
and his wife. He was arrested and kept 
in prison for five days. Yesterday morning 
at about 1 o’clock Oelrich, who sleeps in rooms 
over his store, was roused 7 the yelping of a 
dog in the store. This was followed by the noise 
of crashing glass. He went down stairs and 
found that a pane of glass had been smashed in 
the window of the store facing Twenty-fifth- 
street, and that 14 cans of tomatoes had been 
stolen. A search of the neighborhood was made 
by five policemen, and about 20’clock the officers 
encountered Lynch, Walsh, and Bradley in Twen- 
ty-fifth-street, between Tenth and Eleventh ave- 
nues, and arrested them. 

Walsh and Bradley denied all knowledge of the 
crime. Lynch, however, was badly scared. He 
cried and whimpered and finally made a clean 
breast of the whole affair, implicating his com- 
rades. He told the officers that he was the young- 
est member of a gang of young thieves, of which 
Walsh was the leader and Captain. Hickey, 
Winters, and Brady were also members of the 

ang, and they were arrested at their homes. 
real said the window in Oelrich’s store was 
broken by them, and the 14 cans of tomatoes 
earried off. Seven of these were sold to Mrs. 
Mary Hickey, four to Mrs. Julia O’Brien, and 
one to Mrs. Mary Chard, all of_ whom 
live in a tenement-house at No. 508 
West Twenty-fifth-street, and two of the cans 
were thrownaway. Mrs. O’Brien gave them 16 
cents for the four cans purchased by her. Lynch 
was sent with a can to the liquor store at Tenth- 
avenue and Twenty-sixth-street, where he pro- 
cured a quart of beer. With this beer the young 
thieves clambered into one of the large wagons 
of Flanagan & Ney, the brewers, which stood in 
Twenty-fifth-street at Eleventh-avenue, and had 
acarouse. They were starting out fora second 
raid on Oelrich’s place when arrested. 

When taken before Justice Patterson the boys 
did not seem to realize their position. The par- 
ents of the lads were in court, but did not seem 
much concerned. The women who had nur- 
chased the stolen tomatoes had been arrested, 
and they admitted that they had bought the 
goods. They asserted, however, that they did 
not know that the boys had stolen them. The 
boys and the women.were locked up to await ex- 
amination. 

After they had been in the prison awhile the 
boysconfessed that they belonged to an organized 
gang of thieves. They recognized Walsh as their 
leader, and their main object in stealing was to 
accumulate sufficient money to go out West and 
assist in exterminating the Indians on the Plains. 
For along time they held their meetings in an 
old woodshed in the yard between the front and 
rear tenement houses at No. 508 West Seventy- 
fiftn-street. The walls of the shed were decor- 
ated with pictures of terrible crimes and adven- 
tures cut from illustrated sensationai papers. At 
the extreme end of the shed is an old chair and 
beside itis a long chopping log. A portion of 
the funds of the gang was invested in illustrated 
papers and dime novels, and in the chair Walsh 
used to sitand curdle ‘he blood of his listeners, 
seated on the log, with the tales read from these 
publications. : 

The boys hada system of signals and whistles 
by which they recognized and communicated 
with each other. Beer carouses usually followed 
the meetings in the woodshed, and the boy revel- 
ers became so noisy that the residents in the ad- 
joining tenement-houses six months ago took 
up arms against them and drove them out. The 
Jads then utihzed a number of large wooden 
molds which lay in the gutter in front of an iron 
foundry in West Twenty-fifth-street and built a 
little hut. Sentries were stationed outside to 
signal the approach of the “ cops,” so that their 
nocturnal proceedings might not be disturbed. 
The funds of the organization were not in a very 
fiourishing condition as too much money was 
spent for beer.

THE BOARD OF TRADE ON CANALS, FREE 

PASSES, AND CONSULAR CERTIFICATES. 

It was resolved by the Board of Trade 
and Transportation, yesterday, that immediate 
steps should be taken by the State to put the 
ganalsin thorough repair for the coming season 
of navigation, and that the further improvement 
of them should be prosecuted without delay. 
The board approved of the bill submitted to the 
Legislature by Controller Chapin, which pro- 
vides “for deepening and the improvement of 


the Rome level, 52 miles in length, and the 
lengthening of the southern tier of locks, 46, 47, 48 
and 49, insuch a manner as will permit of the 
simultaneous passage of two boats.” 

A. B. Miller spoke at some length in favor of 
the improvement of the canals. On motion of 
W. D. Marvel, the board passed a resolution 
urging the passage by Congress of the bil] intro- 
duced by the Hon. Edward Wemple, of New- 
York, authorizing the payment by the Secretary 
of the Treasury of $1,000,000 annually for the 
period of 10 years for the purpose of making im- 
provements to the Erie Canal. 

Simon Sterne spoke against the issuing of free 
passes, and offered a resolution, which was 
adopted, favoring the bill on this subject before 
the Legislature. 

The following preambles and resolution, intro- 
duced by John C. Cook. provoked much discus- 
sion, but were finally adopted: P 

W hereas, Importers of foreign merchandise are com- 
pelled by the law to have their invoices certified, as be- 
ing correct, by the United States Consul at the port of 
shipment, involving considerable expense and often- 
times vexatious deiay; and 

W hereas, The said certificates are not accepted by 
the Government as evidence of the correctness of in- 
voices, and in consequence thereof they are useless to 
importers; 
esolved, That the President of this board be re- 
quested to appoint a committee to consider what relief 
can be given our merchants in this matier.

THE ALKALAYS’ LAST DISH OF CRANBERRY

The foreman of the jury trying the suit 
of Elisa Alkalay fora limited divorce from Jo- 
seph Alkalay is a gentleman who is determined 
that matters with which he has to do shall not 
go wrong. Yesterday he indignantly interrupted 
the flow of Counselor Wehle’s speech, who was 
opening the case for the defendant, by protest- 
ing against some of the lawyer's statements as 
being not warranted by the testimony. He was 
finally convinced that Mr. Wehle was only telling 
what he boped to vrove, and ithe lawyer went on 


until another juror interrupted him by asking 
Judge Van Vorst if there had not been talk 
enough, and if some regard were not to be paid 
to the well-being of the jury. The court being 
owerless to stop the lawyer, and Mr. Wéhle not 
eing easily daunted, the opening speech con- 
tinued for two hours. 

Albert Lehman testified that his brother, Gus- 
tave, now dead, once visited him with Mrs. 
Alkalay, when she was Miss Meyer, and told him 
that they wcre to be married, although his wife 
was living. Lizzie’s father, the Austro-Hun- 
garian Vice-Consul, Gustave told him, would fix 
everything so that the marriage could take 
lope Mr. Alkalay finally took the stand, and 

e acted as if le enjoyed being there. He denied 
that he had ever ili-treated his wife. Prior to 
their marriage he had spoken to her about Gus- 
tave Lehman. She had denied having done any 
wrong with that person, and her mother had as- 
sisted her in convincing him then that she was a 
good girl. Yet, one day after the marriage, and 
while she sat in his lap, she saidto him: “Joe, I 
am sorry to say that what you heard about me 
before our marriage with reterence to Lehman 


is true.” 

Alkalay pushed her from him and said: “Be 
ashamed of yourself. You and your mother de- 
nied it,and after you had forced me into the 
marriage you now tell me it is true.” 

“You should forgive me,” she murmured, 
* and I will be a good wife.” 

The witness asked her why she told him, and 
she answered that she wanted “to get it out 
from her mind.” He sat and meditated, after 
which he reproached her for baving had as a 
lover a man such as Lehman, who was “a drunk- 
ard, tramp, vagabond, who ill-treated his wife 
and abandoned his child.” 

She pleaded for forgiveness, and said that if he 
told anybody about her confession she would 
drown herself. 

* But,” said he, “* Lehman will tell it and make 
merry over it.” 

Mrs. Alkalay assured him that Lehman would 
not, because she could send him to jail for pro- 
posing to marry her secretly while his wife was 
alive. He assured her that to project bigamy 
was not a crime, and then he relapsed into med- 
itation, out of which he emerged to freely for- 
give his wife. 

Mr. Alkalay next told how his mother-in-law 
interfered in his domestic affairs and kept his 
wife away from him for days at a time, not only 
against his protests, but also against those of his 
father-in-law. He was sick on Feb. 18, 1881, and 
bis wife returned to him. Soon after she re- 
turned she presented him with a valentine which 
had been addressed to him. Waving this over 
him as he lay in bed she cried: ** Here are proots 
that you have others!’ He protested that he 
was in love with no other woman, but she tore 
her hair and wailed out: 

“lam unhappy. I can’t live longer with you. 
I must go to my papa and tell himso. You have 
others and here are the proofs.” 

The witness insisted that he Gid not know who 
sent him the valentine, but she wailed for hours. 
Finally he arose and said he would not rest until 
he found out who sent it to him, whereupon she 
told him she had sent it “‘to see what he would 
say.”’ A week later he and his wife visited her 
parents, and Mrs. Meyer told them that a certain 
man was goingto marry and transfer all his 
property to his wife. He doubted that a real 
man would make such a transfer. On their 
way home his wife told him if heloved her he 
would give her his property, because if he got into 
trouble she might otherwise be left without 
anything. About 2 o’clock in the morning Alka- 
lay awoke and his wife was not by bis side. He 
got up and found her in the parlorin her night- 
dress, but carrying a fur muff, out of which 
protruded some articles of jewelry. She cried 
out, “ Thief! thief! police!” as he entered the 
room. Hetold her he did not understand her 
conduct, and would go and speak to her father 
about it. She locked the doors and restrained 
him from going out the window, saying: 

“ No, no, don't go to papa. You always said 
you didn’t want papa and mamma to interfere.” 
On tne following day the witness and his wife 
went to her father’s house. They had a debate 
there which ended by her kissing him and prom- 
ising to return to him taat night. She did not 
keep her promise, and he went after her. Her 
mother would not let him see her, but her father 
procured an interview for him. She said to him: 
** Joe, go away, quickly; there will be scandal to- 
day. I beg you to go away. Come to-morrow 
and bring me some cranberry sauce.” 

Mr. Alkalay returned on the morrow with the 
sauce. While they sat on a sofa both eating it 
from one plate, her mother entered, and cried: 

“What! you eat with a man who does not 
want to give you proot that he loves you—who 
should transfer everything to you, and will not.” 
Mrs. Alkalay rose from the sofa, left the room, 
and her husbund said he did not again see her 
until they met in a Referee’s office. The case is

MR. STODDART NOT A MERE CLERK. 
Judge Van Brunt, holding Supreme

A YOUNG GERMANS SUICIDE, 


A SELF-SOUGHT DEATH THAT HAD BEEN 
THOUGHT OF FOR SOME TIME. 

A little girl crossed the stone-paved 
court between Kessel’s Hotel, at No. 475 Pearl- 
street, and a tenement-house in the rear yester- 
day morning soon after daylight on her way to 
get a pitcher of beer. Near the wall of the hotel 
the child discovered a small revolver and beside 
it a pool of blood, which was constantly increased 
by drops that spattered from above. She looked 
up and was startled to discover the body of a man 
lying on the fire-escape at the third story. 

The body proved to be that of Oswald Pietsch, 
a German, 27 years of age, who bad come to the 
hotel on Sunday from Chicago, on his way to 
Germany. Coroner Kennedy was piven notice, 
and the body was removed to the Morgue. Two 


valises containing underclothing and a bundle of 
— and papers, formed Pietsch’s only ong 

- Among the papers was a passpo rom the 
Ge erman Savortinent, which showed that he 
was born in Halienberg, in the Province of West- 
phalia, in Prussia. The papers indicated that he 
came to this country last July, with letters of 
recommendation from merchants in Berlin, and 
that he had been a salesman with C. B. Wayne's 
Sons, in Waldenberg. There was also a card 
showing him to be a member of the “ Kauff- 
mannischen Verein,” or Merchants’ Society, of 
Leipsic, and a certificate that he had been vac- 
cinated on the steamer Polaria on his voyage over. 
Mrs. Kessel, the wife of the proprietor of the 
hotel, said that Pietsch had seemed very de- 
spondent since his arrival, and had had no com- 
munication with any onein'the house. He retired 
early Tuesday evening, occupying the same bed 
with a man named Lehman, a boarder in the 
house, During the night thesound as of a re- 
volver-shot was heard, and a search was made to 
ascertain whence the noise emanated. After the 
disturbance Lehman saw Pietsch in the room, so 
that he had evidently fired the revolver off to see 
if it worked right. After that he took two blan- 
kets from the bed and went out onto the fire- 
owes through the hall window. He spread the 
blankets down and then shot himself, no one 
knows at what hour, for noone heard the dis- 
charge. Death had evidently been instantaneous, 
the bullet passing through his brain. Lehman 
did not know that his fellow-lodger had left the 
room until he woke up yesterday morning. 

The letters found in Pietsch’s possession were 
from his brother and sisters,and he had writ- 
ten to his mother and brother. He had evident- 
ly talked of suicide to bis family,before, for a 
letter from his sister Pauline, Written from 
Dresden Jast July, read: “I have just received 
your dear letter with news that agitates me very 
much. Now that you take this step may God 
help you.” It was signed “Your true sister, 
Pauline.” On a scrap of paper he had written: 
“T have sold my steamer ticket and paid a debt 
with the proceeds. Ali I now have is two valises 
containing clothing.” Ona sheet of letter-paper 
he had written: 

“ Despised, maligned, and doomed will I be, yet no 
one may judge what drove Oswald to death. My con- 
science is clear, and I will die in peace. I fall back on 
the judgment of the physician, who, since 1878, gave 
me up as doomed by heart disease.” 

He had left a letter to his landlord, which gave 
directions for a unique epitaph, if the sales of the 
clothing he left would pay his board and for that 
too: 

“ Wanderer, stay and weep! 
Here lie my bones; 
I wish chey were yours.” 

To his mother he had written a touching letter 
in Chicago, having evidently thought of suicide 
there in February. A letter to his brother, 
written at the same time, reads: ‘It is impos- 
sible for me to bear life any longer. It would be 
unhappy whether spent here or in Germany. 
Therefore forgive me for this step.” All the let- 
ters and papers were in German.

PROF. CHANDLER ON WATER-GAS. 


ANSWERS TO SOME OF THE OBJECTIONS 
WHICH HAVE BEEN MADE TO IT. 


The State Board of Health met yesterday 
afternoon to receive the report of the sub-com- 
mittee appointed to inquire as to the poisonous 
nature of water-zgas. Among those present were 
BE. M. Moore, of Rochester; President of the 
Board Erastus Brooks, J. T. Gardiner and Dr. J. 
8S. Delavan, of Albany, and four public analysts, 
Profs. E. G. Love, of this city; S. A. Lattimore, 
ot Rochester; W. G. Tucker, ofgAlbany, and G. 
C. Caldwell, of Ithaca, and several representa- 
tives of water-gas companies. By request Prof. 
Chandler gave his opinion on the question. 


Water-gas, he said, contained three times as 
much poisonous carbonic oxide as coal-gas, 
and yet practically was no more dangerous. 
In cases of suffocation by it the victims 
would die just as surely from coal-gas, but ina 
littie longer time. The reason why there were 
more cases of suffocation from water-gas than 
coal-gas, was, Prof. Chandler said. because in the 
places where suffocations usually occur, as in 
hotels and apartment houses, more water-gas 
was used, Vater-gas was used by half the 
people in New-York, especially in hotels and 
theatres, and nobody considered it dangerous 
except the coal-gas companies. Prof. Chandler 
further said that the reason why water-gas had 
not been introduced into Europe was the difli- 
culty of manufacturing it there, owing to a 
lack of anthracite coal. He added that although 
water-gas was heavier than coal-gas, it could 
not sink down and smother a person, because it 
was two-thirds lighter than air. He insisted that 
it had a decided odor, as every illuminating gas 
had, and that it furnished 50 per cent. more light 
than coal-gas for the same price. 

After Prof. Chandier’s statements the report of 
the committee was approved by the board. It 
will not be made public until forwarded to the 
Legislature on Friday.
